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Meeting weighed 
on controversial 
plant relocation 


A meeting may soon be scheduled so 


concerned citizens can question the man- 
agomcnt of Sunnyslde Products Inc., a 
firm that packages flammable liquids, 
about their proposed move to Wheeling. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


was planning to schedule a meeting be- 
cause of mounting opposition to the 
plant's move to Wheeling. 


More than 500 persons have already 


signed volitions opposing the plant be- 
cause of possible pollution and explosion 
dangers. The petitions are being circu- 
lated by six Wheeling residents, mainly 
from the Meadowbrook area. 


The zoning board last month recom- 


mended granting a variation allowing 
Sunnyslde to store highly flammable liq- 
uids in underground tanks and to process 
these liquids from above-ground tanks. 


IK THE VARIATION is granted by the 


village board, Sunnyslde plans to con- 
struct a new plant in the Wheeling Indus- 
trial Park on Carpenter Avenue. The 
firm Is now located on the north side of 
Chicago. 


Passolt said he has delayed presenting 


the zoning board's recommendations to 
the village board so ho could investigate

The manager said he sent adminis- 


trative assistant M. 0. Horcher into the 
neighborhood of the present Sunnysldo 
plant on Monday. Passolt visited the 
plant Tuesday to Investigate charges 
made by the citizens. 


Residents have been objecting to the 


possibility of bad odors and air pollution 
resulting from the plant's operations. 
Passolt said that during his visit he saw 
no evidence of any obnoxious odors af- 
fecting nearby residences. 


THE MANAGER said he toured the en- 


tire Sunnyslde plant, including rooms 
where linseed oil and kerosene were being 
packaged. He said that while he could 
detect a slight odor from the linseed oil, 
he could not even smell the kerosene 
wlillc It was being packaged. He added 
that those odors Inside the plant were not 
strong enough to be noticed outside the 
processing rooms. 


Residents, who have been referring to 


the firm as a chemical plant, have also 
objected to the closeness of the proposed 
site to residential areas. They have ex- 
pressed concern about the Impact on 
homes In case of an explosion. 


Passolt said he was told the firm 


should not be considered a chemical 
plant because it merely mixes and pack- 
ages various Industrial and commercial 
oils and solvents. He noted that the pre- 
sent plant is now located only one block 
from residential areas. 


The manager said he was also told the 


Sunnysido management has never heard 
of any explosion in an underground tank. 
He explained that in order to have an 
explosion, the fumes from the solvents 
must mix with air. He said that since 
these fumes are heavier than air, there 
Is no air In the tanks. 


At least one resident has complained 


about the plant's proposed move, be- 
cause she is a "chemically sensitive" 
patient who would become deathly ill 
from any fumes from the plant. 


PASSOLT SAID he had obtained a list 


of the products packaged by Sunnyslde. 
He plans to send this list to the resident's 
doctor to see what effect the plant will 
have on her chemical allergies. 


The manager said he thought most of 


the opposition to the plant's move to 
Wheeling was caused by misinformation 
about Sunnyside's operation. "I think the 
problem is probably being overly exag- 
gerated," he said. "I think possibly It's a 
matter of misconception." 


Passolt said he will call the meeting as 


soon as he gets approval from the village 
board. "I'd like to do it as soon as pos- 
sible," he said. "I'd like to do it in early 
June." 


He said the meeting might clear up 


many of the objections to the plant. He 
said residents will at least have some 
indication what impact Sunnyside would 
actually have on the village. 


Passolt said he told the management 


of Sunnyslde that Wheeling was inter- 
ested in being good neighbors to industry 
and vice versa. "I told him if you're go- 
ing to be a good neighbor you have to 
prove it," he said.

The Ryan isn't all that's jacked up

The Tony Altieri family had a house- 


lifting party yesterday. Friends and rela- 
tives stood at the windows of the one- 
story house as it was lifted a total of 56 
Inches off the ground by hydraulic jacks. 


The jacking process Is the first step In 


adding more living space to the home at 
36 Laurel Tr. in Wheeling. A new story is 
being added to the house from the bot- 
tom up. When finished, the Altieri's will 
nearly double the size of their home, 
which will be converted from a one-story 
building to a raised ranch-style home. 


Altieri said he got the idea for the proj- 


ect from homes in the Dunhurst area of 
Wheeling. "There were several homes In 
the Dunhurst area that had this done and 
it seemed like a real simple way of doing 
it for the amount of space you get," he 
said.

The entire process takes only a few 


weeks, and Altieri said it has caused 
little inconvenience to his family. It 
takes two days to prepare for the jack- 
Ing, and only one day to raise the house 
and set the new walls and supports in 
place. 


ALTIERI HAD TO trim the shrubs 


around the house to give the construction 
crew working room. He also had to 
strip the brick facing off the house. 
Plumbing and other underground utilities 
were disconnected for only a short time. 


Two different companies are involved 


In adding the new story to the Altieri 
home. Scherf Housemovers, Inc. of Bar- 
rington handled the jacking of the build- 
ing. Ken Scherf, owner of the company, 
said raising a home for this type of job 
costs between $850 and $1,000. 


Once the house is raised, another firm 


takes over. Leland Voigt of Lee's Con- 
struction Co. said it* will probably take 
between two and three weeks to com- 
plete construction of the new story. He 
said his part of the job costs between 
$6,000 and $12,000 depending on how 
much finishing is requested. 


Voigt's first job is to fit the pre- 


fabricated walls and supports under the 
house. He said the walls are designed to 
the owner's specifications. 


"When I start there is nothing down 


there but <a crawl space," Volgt said. 
"When the house is raised, you just set 
these prefabricated walls in and let the 
house back down on the walls." 


VOIGT SAID he has been building new 


stories with the bottom up method for six 
years. He said each home has to be han- 


dled as a separate case because of the 
building design and the wishes of the 
owners. 


According to Voigt, it Is easier to add 


onto houses with crawlspaces beneath 
them. He said this provides a foundation 
and some room under the house to 
work. "Without a crawlspace it's a dif- 
ferent thing entirely," he said. "You 
need at least a 30-inch crawlspace to be 
practical, otherwise you have to raise the 
house too much." 


Both Voigt and Scherf agreed that this 


method of adding more room to existing 
houses is growing in popularity. "More 
and more people are doing this," Scherf 
said. "They don't have enough room in 
their houses, and you couldn't put an ad- 
dition on for what this costs." 


Voigt said, "For the amount of space 


you're getting it's cheaper because you 
really double your floor space." 


Another advantage is that by raising 


the house, the homeowner does not use 
up any additional space from his back* 
yard. 


ALTIERI SAID HE was planning on 


finishing most of the new addition him- 
self with some outside help. He said he 
has been working on floor plans for the 
past few months, deciding how to use the 
new space. He estimated the addition 
would be completely finished in a few 
months. 


He said, however, things would be 


back to normal at his house in a few 
days. "Now we have to use the back 
door," he said. "But I imagine it's only a 
matter of a few days before we'll have 
the stairs in."

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'No chance9 of passage 
Education finance 
bill would hike 
state income tax

The Education Committee of the Illi- 


nois House of Representatives has ap- 
proved a bill requiring the state to pro- 
vide the basic financing for all elementa- 
ry and secondary educational programs 
In the state, but proponents give It liter- 
ally no chance of becoming law. 


The bill, while opening the way for ma- 


jor reductions In local real estate taxes, 
would require tripling of the state In- 
come lax. 


Among supporters of the bill In the 


committee, which recommended its pas- 
sago by an 8-5 vote, was Rep. Eugenia S. 
Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights. But 


Mrs. Chapman acknowledged that she 
would feel required to vote against the 
bill If her vote should prove decisive on 
the floor of the House. 


First, she said, a bill based on tripling 


the income tax "simply Is not feasible or 
practical in this session." In addition, 
she said the bill contains deficiencies 
which need to be removed. 


NEVERTHELESS, Mrs. Chapman said 


some aspects of the proposal represent a 
"dream bill" and she supported it in 
committee because it calls the bluff of 
those advocating a property tax freeze, 
which sho described as a grandstand 
play. 


The education bill, sponsored by Rep. 


Robert R. Craig, D-Indlnnola (Vermilion 
County), would require the state to pro- 
vide direct aid to school districts at a 
rate per student which would insure "ad- 
q u a t o " educational systems in all 
schools. Individual school districts, 
through referendum, could then raise ad- 
ditional money through local taxes for 
added educational programs or greater 
salaries. 
"The bill also contains a "multiplier" 
which would increase the state aid for 
various students such as the retarded or 
handicapped. "This Is one of the great 
features of the bill," said Mrs. Chapman. 
"It recognizes that it costs more to edu- 
cate a blind child than a normal child." 


However, she said news reports saying

Part-time student aid 
bill gains approval 


A bill authorizing tuition grants to 


part-time college students from the Illi- 
nois Scholarship Commission has been 
approved by the House Education Com- 
mittee. 


The bill Is sponsored by Rep. Eugenia 


S. Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights. 


Under present law, only full-time stu- 


dents who demonstrate financial need 
may receive tuition grants from the 
state. "Many worthy, part-time college 
students simply cannot afford to attend 
full-time 
with today's high college 


costs," Mrs. Chapman said. 


One witness for the bill, Dr. Frederick 


Voda, financial aide officer at Highland 
Community College In Frccport, told the 
committee a study he conducted with 
dnta from 20 colleges showed "sig- 
nificantly higher approximate need" 
among part-time students than among 
full-time students.

not accurately reflect his testimony on 
the bills. Craig pointed out that school 
taxes account for two-thirds to three- 
fourths of most local tax rates. 


HOWEVER, Mrs. Chapman said, the 


Craig bill would provide Income tax 
funds only for educational funds, not for 
capital Improvements. So existing bonds 
and new construction would still need to 
bo paid for through local property taxes. 


Mrs. Chapman said a bill transferring 


the education burden to the income tax 
also needs a provision providing benefits 
for people who rent their homes. 


"We have to see to it that owners of 


largo apartment buildings, for instance, 
do not receive a property tax bonanza 
while their tenants are paying triple in- 
come taxes." 


While the Craig bill has fatal defi- 


ciencies, Mrs. Chapman said it repre- 
sents a "more realisitc and responsible" 
approach than the tax-freeze bill. That 
bill, which would bar local governments 
from collecting more money in future 
years than they are now receiving — de- - 
spite increased population or assessed 
valuation — would prevent scores of lo- 
cal governments from maintaining nec- 
essary services, she said. 


"It has been proposed by legislators 


who know it Is not feasible. But they can 
stand by while more responsible legisla- 
tors kill It, and then go home and boast 
that they voted for It," she said. 


Mrs. Chapman said any bill for state 


funding of education must provide ade- 
quate funds for high-level education in 
all districts, and cited spcculativcly a 
figure of $1,200 per child. 


"OTHERWISE, 'equality' will mean 


only uniform mediocrity," she sold, ad- 
ding that local districts must retain the 
right to spend more money to improve 
on the basic educational system. 


But, she concluded, "If I were gover- 


nor and this particular bill were passed 
by the legislature, I would have to 
reluctantly veto it." 


Another Democratic legislator from 


the Northwest suburbs, Rep. Aaron 
Jalfe, D-Skokio, voted against the bill in 
committee. Joffc said it was a "game" 
and could not possibly be funded. 


Rep. John E. Porter, R-Evanston, also 


a member of the Education Committee, 
was testifying before another committee 
and did not vote on the bill.

School board breaks off contract talks 


Teacher contract negotiations in Pros- 


pect Heights Dlst. 23 were cut short 
Tueiday night when the school board 
bargaining team refused to continue. 


"Let's call tills meeting off," Henry 


Vallcly. board spokesman, told the teach- 
er negotiators. "We don't think you are 
bargaining in good faith. We're always 
getting a 'yes but no' answer from you." 


Vallcly's comment came during the 


fourth bargaining session for a 1973-74 
teacher contract. About 20 persons, most- 
ly It-ncticrs, attended the open meeting. 


VAI.LELY SAID the board has tenta- 


tively agreed to several of the teachers' 
10 proposals in the procedural negotia- 
tions agreement. However, he said, the 
b a r g a i n i n g team for the Prospect 
Heights Education Association (PHEA) 
has not agreed to any of the board's four 
proposals. 


Neither side has presented its money 


proposals yet. 


Ken Bates, PHEA negotiator, said that 


"in the interest of continuing negotia- 
tions" the teachers would agree to the 
board's proposal for closed bargaining 
meetings next year. This is the second 


year the meetings have been open to the 
public, but the board feels it can reach 
an agreement faster in private meetings. 


The board's team ignored the offer. 


David Kesslcr, chairman of the PHEA 
team, then urged the board to continue 
"because we are close to agreement on 
some items and if we continue we could 
probably agree tonight." The items he 
referred to arc teacher proposals, in- 
cluding assignment of extra duties to 
teachers, notification of teaching assign- 
ments and establishment of faculty advi- 
sory committees in each school. 


Court decision 4locks up' wheel tax suit 


Residents fighting Cook County's wheel 


tax on unincorporated areas were jubi- 
lant jcBtorday because they say a re- 
lated Illinois Supreme Court decision 
Tuesday makes their case against the 
county airtight. 


Out a spokesman for Cook County 


Bonrtl Prcs. George Dunne doesn't 
agree. He said the wheel tax Isn't neces- 
sarily dead. No decision has been made 
yet If tho county will continue the legal 
battle In support of the tax. 


"We're happy as hell dbout the court 


decision. We have an airtight case and I 
don't think the county can afford to con- 
tinue now," said Jack Gllllgnn, president 
of the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA). The PHIA spear- 
headed the legal battto against the wheel 
tax, similar to charges for municipal ve- 
hicle stickers. 


GILLIGAN was referring to an Illinois 


Supreme Court decision which came 
Tuesday on an Oak Park ordinance 
creating a special tax to finance a shop- 
ping center. Gllllgan said the case is 
similar because tho justification for tho 
wheel tax ordinance, like the Oak Park 


ordinance, is home rule power granted 
by the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


The high court turned down a request 


from Oak Park to rehear the issue of 
whether legislation was necessary for a 
home rule unit to create a special tax. 
The high court upheld Its June 26 
opinion and the opinion of a lower court 
that until the legislature acted to set 
procedure, a special tax could not be lev- 
ied. 


The wheel tax ordinance was declared 


unconstitutional In Cook County Circuit 
Court last August because Judge Ray- 
mond Sarnow said the tax does not pro- 
vide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violates the home rule 
provision. The county has appealed the 
case to the Illinois Supreme Court and It 
is scheduled for a hearing June 15. 


GILLIGAN said the Oak Park decision 


Is Important because the county did not 
have any enabling legislation for the 
wheel tax ordinance. The ordinance es- 
tablishes a tax of $10 to $15 for cars with 
rates up to $05 per year for trucks. 


Gllligan said the chances for the pas- 


sage of enabling legislation are slim be- 
cause several hours after the court deci- 
sion the Illinois House of Representatives 
defeated two Senate bills that would have 
permitted the creation of special services 
tax. 


Asst. States Atty. Paul Blebel, who is 


handling the case for the county, said 
yesterday he is not sure if the county will 
continue the appeal. 


"It looks bad, but I don't know what 


we'll do," he said. 


But Frank Earth, an administrative as- 


sistant to Dunne, said the wheel tax "is 
probably still alive, if not well." He said 
that while the decision "may not be a 
boost, it doesn't necessarily knock it 
(wheel tax) out." 


He said he anl Dunne were dis- 


appointed that the enabling legislation 
for special taxes was defeated. 


"The legislation means Cook County 


cannot create special service taxing dis- 
tricts for improvements," he said. "It 
also may prevent unincorporated area 
residents from improving their neighbor- 
hoods with a special tax." 


"You don't want to talk about the 


things we want to talk about," Vallely 
said. 


BATES THEN SAID the board's pro- 


posals were "serious ones" that require 
a lot of time for consideration. The 
board's three other proposals are a 
three-year contract on all items except 
salary and fringe benefits, and a no- 
strike and a no-picket clause for teach- 
ers. 


So far the two teams have reached 


agreement on teacher's proposals in- 
cluding adding a day to the school calen- 
dar for record-keeping, and issuing of 
contracts to only new and non-tenure 
teachers before negotiations are settled. 


The two teams agreed to meet again 


May 31 to discuss board and PHEA pro- 
posals. The open meeting will begin at 
7:30 p.m. in the district administrative 
offices, 700 N. Schoenbeck Rd.

Convention center1 
planned in area1 


Plans for a $50 million convention and 


sports complex at Arlington Heights 
Road and the Tollway have been partial- 
ly unveiled by a group of land devel- 
opers. 


To be known as the Chlcago-O'Hare In- 


ternational Trade Center, the complex 
has been proposed for 65 acres of unin- 
corporated land in Elk Grove Township 
that ultimately would be annexed to the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


The land is owned by Carl Klehm, own- 


er of the Charles Klehm Nursery in Ar- 
lington Heights and reportedly a partner 
in the trade center project. The property 
is located immediately south of the Toll- 
way and east of Arlington Heights Road. 


Plans for the complex, presented to 


Arlington Heights officials in a secret 
meeting Monday night, include an exhibi- 
tion hall with 220,000 square feet of ex- 
hibit space, a 500-room hotel, office 
buildings and possibly a 20,000-scat in- 
door sports stadium. 


The convention site is being planned in 


coordination with the anticipated forma- 
tion of an O'Hare Convention Bureau 
whose aim would be to promote trade 
show and convention business in the vi- 
cinity of O'Hare Airport. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Village Pres. 


Jack Walsh said yesterday that there 
was no doubt that the site would be an- 
nexed to the Village of Arlington Heights. 


Daniel Friedlander, public relations di- 


rector for the Chicago-O'Hare Inter- 
national Trade Center, also said the proj- 
ect backers were planning to bring the 
land into Arlington Heights. 


Charles Zettek, president of Elk Grove 


Village, said yesterday that he was sur- 
prised to learn of plans for the trade cen- 
ter and that the developers had never 
talked to Elk Grove Village officials 
about possibly annexing to that munici- 
pality. 


"It had always been my understanding 


that Arlington Heights would remain 
north of the Tollway and we would stay 
on the south side," Zettek said, adding 
that he did not know of any written 
boundary agreement between the two vil- 
lages. 


E L K GROVE VILLAGE Building 


Comr. Tom Rettenbacher said the mas- 
ter plan for that village shows its bound- 
ary extending north to the Tollway, with 
the proposed convention center site 
zoned for manufacturing. 


The property is currently zoned in 


Cook County for single family devel- 
opment. The land is part of a much larg- 
er tract owned by Klehm at the Tollway 
interchange. 


Arlington Heights would stand to gain 


all the financial benefits from the con- 
vention center, while Elk Grove Village 
could be burdened with traffic and other 
problems, Zettek said. 


The convention center Is expected to 


draw a million persons during its first 
year of operation and contribute over 
$100 million to the area's economy by its 
second year, Friedlander said. 


ZETTEK SAID he would not recom- 


mend that Elk Grove Village seek to 
block the complex in court, unless it ap- 
pears detrimental to his community. 


"It would seem a convention center 


and stadium would be good in serving 
the Northwest suburbs, but I would much 
rather see It in Elk Grove Village," he 
said. 


Backers of the giant complex would 


say little about their plans yesterday. A 
May 24 press conference has been sched- 
uled in Chicago to formally present the 
convention center proposal. 


Friedlander did say that plans for a 


20,000-seat indoor sports stadium are still 
incomplete. 


"Everything revolves around the con- 


vention center," he said. 


ANTHONY FINOCCHIO of Hillside is 


president of the Chlcago-O'Hare Inter- 
national Trade Center. Other partners in 
the $30 to $50 million venture are report- 
ed to Klehmn and D. J. Rintz, president 
of an Elk Grove construction company. 
None of the three could be reached for 
comment yesterday. 


Before the development could be an- 


nexed to Arlington Heights, a petition for 
annexation and rezoning must be filed 
with the Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 
sion. So far, no such petition has been 
made. 


After the petition is filed, the plan 


commission is required to hold public 
hearings on the project. 


The convention center 
had 
been 


planned originally for a site in Des 
Plaines. But the Wilke and Mount Pros- 
pect roads site was abandoned after soil 
borings showed it would have cost an ad- 
ditional several million to develop that 
site, Friedlander said. 


A scheduled hearing before the Des 


Plaines Zoning Board of Appeals sub- 
sequently was canceled. 


A second convention center reportedly 


is still under consideration at Mannheim 
Road just south of Higgins adjacent to 
the Flying Carpet Motor Inn, according 
to Ralph Schwartzberg, president of the 
Flying Carpet chain. 


House panel defeats 
homebuyer protection bill

A bill aimed at protecting homebuyers 


has been defeated by an Illinois House of 
Representatives committee. 


The bill's chief sponsor, Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, said she 
will reintroduce the bill in an improved 
form next year. 


The Residential Housing Disclosure 


Act, or as Mrs. Chapman said, "The 
people's right to know bill," was de- 
feated 10-5 by the House Registration and 
Regulation Committee, Tuesday night. 


The bill would have required devel- 


opers of subdivisions with 10 or more 
homes, to provide buyers with relevant 
facts about their purchase. 


Testifying for the bill was Carol John- 


son of Schaumburg, who gave examples 
of problems residents could have avoided 
if they had certain Information when 
they bought their homes. 


ROBERT COOK, a representative of 


the Illinois Association of Real Estate 
Boards, spoke against the bill as did Jer- 
ry Campbell of the Home Builders Asso- 
ciation of Illinois. 


Mrs. Chapman said Campbell objected 


to the difficulty in providing such specif- 
ics as descriptions of the land conditions, 
adjacent zoning, and nearby schools. 


"We can refine and strengthen the bill, 


incorporating some of the committee 
comments and objections of the home 
builders association. But I believed it is 
basically a good bill as it is, and it is 
time for such legislation," Mrs. Chap- 
man said. 


ONE ITEM Mrs. Johnson suggested 


will be included in the rewritten bill, 
Mrs. Chapman said. This would require 
a home builder to meet the codes and 
standards of the municipality. If he does 
not, the homeowner should be able to se- 
cure redress, she said. 


"It is basic that if people invest this 


much money in a home that they should 
be informed as to their purchase," she 
added. 


The bill would have required the seller 


to provide buyers with information such 
as the proximity of schools and parks,

Metric system? Oh no, you think. Al- 


ready your mind's boggled trying to 
compute how many centimeters there 
arc In an Inch or how many liters there 
arc In a gallon. 


But fourth graders In Carol Ann Jones' 


class at Wcstgate School In Arlington 
Heights, recently had a taste of the met- 
ric system and liked It. 


"They have no hangups about con* 


verting," said Miss Jones. "No one ever 
asked how many feet when they mea- 
sured things In metric. They took It for 
what It Is." 


MISS JONES DECIDED to teach her 


pupils the system after attending a sum- 
mer course In the metric system. "I took 
the class because I felt I needed to know, 
and sooner or later I knew that we'll be 
changing to the metric system. I thought 
I'd just be one step ahead by teaching it 
to my class." 


Congress passed a bill last year calling 


for a gradual change In the next ten 
years for the United States from the 
English to the metric system of weights 
and measures, based on multiples of ten. 


Length Is measured by meters Instead 


of miles, weight or mass In grams in- 
stead of ounces and capacities In liters 
rather than gallons.

school in ten years," said Miss Jones. 
"They will be 18,19 years old. The met- 
ric system is something they should 
learn now, before they get out of school 
if the conversion's going to be made." 


THE INTRODUCTION to the metric 


system began with a game of "spans" 
where each student measured the length 
of a table with the spans of their hands. 


Naturally, everyone got different an- 


swers because everyone has different 
size hand spans. 


"They saw right away that a table 


can't be both 11 hand spans and 10 hand 
spans. They saw that they needed a 
single standard to get a more accurate 
measure." 


The students then began measuring 


with meter sticks made out of moulding 
board by Miss Jones. 


"They measured things around the 


class room, like the lengths of the room, 
the table and desks and wrote their mea- 
surements on a chart," said Miss Jones. 


Miss Jones said she told her students 


they were measuring in metric units and 
that the metric system was just another 
way of. measuring things, besides the 
English standard of feet and Inches. 


THE STUDENTS MADE no com- 


parisons to the English system, and 
there was no converting between the two 
systems. But they did learn that the met- 


ric system was based on tens. For ex- 
ample, if the length of the table was 1 
meter long, students also know that the 
same length Is 10 decimeters long. 


"Some kids were confused," said Miss 


Jones. "Not because of the metric sys- 
tem, but because of multiplication. They 
learn some multiplication and division In 
the fourth grade, and as time passed by, 
they became more accurate and less con- 
fused." 


"You've got to remember these kids 


are in fourth grade. There are some limi- 
tations in their mathematics, not because 
of their Intelligence, but because of their 
age." 


MISS JONES SAID she taught the met- 


ric system for three weeks in September 
and plans to teach more during the last 
weeks of school. "It'll be interesting to 
see how much they'll remember." 


"I think you have to develop the Idea 


over the years, like in any math," she 
said. "It takes time to integrate. You 
can't force feed them." 
. Miss Jones thinks that many teachers 
are aware of the conversion to the met- 
ric system, and feels that there is no 
definite time span to go into metric. 


"I'll teach a little more each year," 


she said. "I'm Interested to see what 
changes will take place."

Harold Steel, president of the Illinois

nnd phosphorus levels In the Sangamon 
nivcr would bo to curtail the use of fer- 
tilizers In the surrounding watershed, as 
Indicated by the EPA report. 


Joining the opposition arc members of 


the Environmental Lawyers Clinic In 
Chicago. Sieve Klein, director of the- 
group and former legal counsel to the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board, said 
Tuesday landowners and conservationists 
opposing the project ran out of money, 
and Inter turned the case over to the 
clinic. 


Tho landowners In Platt County sued to 


block the Oakley Reservoir project Into 
last year. Conservationists fear the pro- 
posed dam across the Sangamon River 
would cause flooding in the Allcrton 
Park area, a national landmark. 


Walker also gave the go-ahead for the 


construction of a reservoir on the Middle 
Fork of the Vcrmllllon River. This rcprc- 
scntcd a change from an earlier promise 
to turn the area Into a haven for canoe- 
ists and fishing enthusiasts. 


He did keep a campaign promise to 


maintain a 41-mile stretch of the Em- 
ban-as River Valley where a Lincoln Re- 
scrvolr project was planned.

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FEAR THAT a buildup, of carbon 


monoxide (CO) in the atmosphere may 
cause an upset in the balance of nature 
appears unfounded, says researchers at 
Argonne National Laboratory. A re- 
search project there, dealing with the 
sources and average concentrations of 
CO in the atmosphere, was recently cited 
by the American Chemical Society as 
one of 1972's significant chemical ad- 
vances. 


Man's technological 
activities spew 


some 270 million tons of CO into the at- 
mosphere each year. According to the 
Argonne research nature produces more 
than 10 times than that much: 3.5 billion 
tons. Nature also provides several scav- 


engers or digesters of CO and as a result 
of the average global concentration ap- 
pears to remain relatively constant at .1 
part per million. 


Nevertheless, the report emphasizes 


that localized concentrations in cities, for 
example — are indeed potential health 
hazards. The primary sources of CO in 
cities are exhaust from automobiles, the 
result of incomplete combustion of gaso- 
line; and the burning of fuels for indoor 
heating and by industry and aircraft. 


Natural scavengers which remove CO 


from the atmosphere include photo- 
chemical reactions caused by light or so- 
lar radiation in the atmosphere; con- 
sumption by bacteria in soil; and possi- 
bly conversion of CO to carbon dioxide 
by plants.

Commonwealth Edison had asked the 


Illinois Commerce Commission (ICC) on 


Tuesday for an average 12.6 per cent 
hike In service rate charges. Lindstrom 
said CBE has requested that the commis- 
sion restrain Edison from imposing this 
charity tax, and filed its intentions to in- 
tervene in the rate case. 


THE CITIZENS' group also charges 


that a substantial chunk of Edison funds 
earmarked for charitable donations are 
funnclcd Indirectly into financial In- 
vestments beneficial to utility officers.

Inflation temporarily getting

Vice President Splro T. Agncw said 


yesterday that inflation in the United 
States has temporarily turned for the 
worse, but that tho Nixon administration 
believes tho best way to fight It is 
through balanced fiscal and monetary re- 
straint. 


Ho said tho administration regards ri- 


gid direct controls of the economy as 
"shortsighted." 


In n speech prepared for delivery to 


tho meeting of tho Commercial Club of 
Chicago, Agnow reviewed tho adminis- 
tration's attitude toward world trade and 
toward production and employment at 
home. The meeting was closed to news- 
men. 


"While our domestic and international 


goals are closely related, our major re- 
sponslMllty is to ourselves — to insure 
rising levels of employment and real In- 
come in this country," Agnew said. "In 
our self-interest wo should take whatever 
steps are needed to strengthen the com- 
petitive process, to raise the productivity 
of the domestic economy, and to hold 
down Inflation. 


"THE RECENT record on prices and 


productivity In our economy has been 
mixed," Agncw said. "Our productive ef- 
ficiency has been Improving rapidly. Un- 
fortunately, we cannot say the same 
about Inflation, which in the face of fis- 
cal and monetary restraint has taken a 
temporary turn for the worse. 


"This spurt of inflation has led many 


people to call for a tighter program of 
direct controls on prices and wages. 


"In the administration's opinion, it 


would be shortsighted to retreat into the 
use of more comprehensive and more ri- 
gid direct controls. Rather, we must de- 
pend on the flexible use of the more gen- 
eral tolls such as balanced fiscal and 
monetary restraint." 


Agncw said that there "are 
some 


things government cannot do, and should 
not try to do. One of the things that ire 
should not do is to attempt to manage 
the economic life of our people in great 
detail through the use of direct controls. 


"Such a course of action would very 


quickly spell an end to freedom and an 
end to economic efficiency. I am con- 
vinced that we would be making a grave 
mistake to go down the road toward per- 
manent rigid controls."

Telephone Co., the spokesman continued. 
The commission handed down a decision 
that contributions by corporations, in- 
cluding public utilities, to philanthropic 
endeavors is a lawful and proper item of 
expense. The commission said it is the 
fulfillment of an obligation to commu- 
nities where a corporation does business

Since rock V roll leaped from the gui- 


tar of Bill Haley in 1955, an underground 
of information about this American form 
of music has flourished. 


Indeed, there's so much sound and 


noise that's memorable about rock: the 
pulsating drive of Elvis Presley, the wild 
piano stompin' of Jerry Lee Lewis, the 
electrified, other-worldly guitar scream 
of Jlmi Hendrix and the subtle mental 
gymnastics of Simon and Garfunkel. 


And the underground has flourished on 


the myths and legends of its people, the 
deaths of Hendrix and Janls Joplfa, the 
beach-party blanket movies of Annette 
and FranWe Avalon, and the sketchy but 
suggestive drug music of the Beatles. 


TODAY, THOUGH, the underground is 


available for anyone, as radio stations 
WIND-AM and WFYR-FRM crank out a 
never-silenced stream of golden rock old- 
ies, and only yesterday, the students of 
Forest View High School in southern Ar- 
lington Heights were offered, In a school 
assembly, "The History of Rock and 
Roll."

They are Jerry Swanson who is 
choral music director at Forest View 
High School and Joy Huston a junior at 
Forest View. 


Included on the program will be some 


of the pieces played by the band In win- 
ning first place in the Badger State Fes- 
tival of Jazz.

Over them were the pictures of the 
greats who were around when rock be- 
g a n : Kruschev, Blackboard Jungle, 
Marilyn Monroe and a-vice president 
named Nixon.

and the 50-mlnute quest for the Grail of 
rock music had begun. 


POLIZOS, whos done 400 or 500 shows 


like this all over the country, gave the 
students little blasts of recorded music 
("Hound Dog," "Great Balls of Fire," 
"Roses are Bed") and light doses of 
music legend and lore. 


To Polizos, rock in the '60s dashed 


with parental authority, but rock singers 
like Elvis were really good old boys in 
the country, gospel-singing American 
way. The substantial changes came with 
Elvis and with the Beatles, whose album, 
"Sgt. Pepper," helped push the musical 
revolution of the 1960's. 


With 20 minutes left before the assem- 


bly would end, WLS announcer John 
Landecker, bounced up on stage and 
talked about how the music had invaded 
other-forms of culture — films ("Wood- 
stock" and "Wataax") and the theatre 
("Hair" and "Godspeli.") 


The show closed with a ten minute film 


clip from "Monterey Pool" — a 1967 Him 
showing Joplin, Hendrix, Chuck Berry, 
Simon and Garfunkel, and others. 


AS THE KIDS filed out — there were 


STILL four hours before they could catch 
1973's WLS and WCFL rock on car radios 
— Polizos dissembled the set, explained 
to a girl why he couldn't gi\* away a 
handful of records and described how a 
suburban audience reacts differently to 
music than an inner-city audience (For- 
est View's enthusiasm was "average.") 


A student, Kim Johnson from Mount 


Prospect, said most of the students 
"really enjoyed the show." She explained 
the kids would "relate to the music eas- 
ily." 


Most of the students present weren't 


born when Bill Haley, Buddy Holly, Bob- 
by Helms and Screamln" Jay Hawkins 
helped turn popular music into rock 'n' 
rolL But yesterday at Forest View, all of 
the greats of 1950's, 1960's and 1970's 
rock seemed well remembered. 


From sheriffs department 
County evidence units to aid area police 


Mobile evidence units, staffed by 


trained technicians from the Cook Coun- 
ty Sheriff's police, have been made avail- 
able to all suburban police departments 
for processing major crimes and sus- 
picious deaths. 


Sheriff Richard J. Elrod said he has 


written to 123 suburban police chiefs to 
Inform them the program Is available. 


"Many of the 123 municipalities in sub- 


urban Cook County simply do not have 
the trained manpower and equipment to 


process evidence in major crimes," El- 
rod said. "With this new program we 
feel a uniform and professional approach 
can be made to all major crimes in the 
suburban area." 


Elrod said 12 trained technicians have 


been assigned to the program with Sgt. 
Donald DesReMaux In charge. Each of 
the men will be assigned a fully equipped 
mobile evidence squad car, Elrod said, 
which will be equipped with photographic 
equipment, blood sample kits, finger- 


printing kits and other evidence gather- 
ing devices. He said the technicians will 
gather the evidence, transport It to the 
state crime lab in Joliet and return the 
findings to the investigating police de- 
partment. 


Once the new sheriff's headquarters in 


Maywood is opened later this year, the 
evidence will be analyzed there. 


Elrod said the new section will also be 


available to suburban police for raids 
and crime surveillance.

of cicadas 


SPRINGFIELD. ILL. (UPI) - A state 


tiixonomlst said Illinois will have one of 
tho largest broods of cicadas In history 
this year, with up to 1,5 million of the 
tiny Insects expected to emerge on each 
aero of lowland woods. 


Dr. Lewis Stannard. a taxonomlst with 


tho Illinois Natural History Survey In the 
Department of Registration and Educa- 
tion, said the presence of the cicada Is 
already evident In many places where 
tho Insect has burrowed holes In the for- 
est floor. 


Cicadas, commonly but erroneously 


known as locusts, emerge from the un- 
derground o\ory 17 years, burrowing 
onto weed stalks or tree trunks. 


They shed their skins and emerge as 


ndulta. then mote and lay eggs, which 
drop to the ground and stay underneath 
/or another 17 years. 


Stannard said by the end of May the 


male cicadas will be singing so loudly 
that hikers and others In the woods may 
havo to shout to make themselves heard. 


He said there may bo up to 1.5 million 


of them per acre In lowland country, and 
130.000 per acre In upland woods. 


Stannard said entomologists will study 


the cicadas closely this year, having last 
had a chanco to look at them in 1036.

Angry legislator raps 
no-fault law setback 


SURVEYS SHOW that the majority of highway fatalities 
and injuries arise from accidents involving drivers who 


have a number of moving-violation convictions, or who 
were driving while intoxicated. 


Longer suspensions, more revocations 
State to get tough on 'problem? drivers 


Illinois Is about to crack down on mo- 


torists who commit three moving traffic 
violations within a 12-month period and 
those who arc convicted of driving while 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs. 


According to the Illinois State Bar As- 


sociation, new rules which call for longer 
suspension or revocation of licenses of 
repeat offenders now are being formu- 
lated by the Secretary of State's office In 
an effort to curb highway fatalities and 
injuries. In 1072, 2,254 persons were 
killed and 163,000 persons were injured in 
traffic accidents in Illinois. 


In particular, the Secretary of State 


will deal more harshly than in the past 
with drivers who arc convicted of three 
moving violations within 12 months, es- 
pecially If the offenses arc serious ones 
such as reckless driving, exceeding the 
posted speed limit in a school zone and 
other speeding violations. 


PREVIOUSLY, the driver convicted of 


three moving violations In one year could 
expect his license to be suspended for 
from two to four months. In the near fu- 
ture, depending upon the nature of the 
violations, his license may be suspended 
for up to six months. If it is the driver's 
second experience as a three-time offen- 
der, his license may be suspended for a 
year and for a third time, his license 
may be revoked. 


The driver whose license has been re- 


voked, must wait for at least one year 
before applying to the Secretary of State 
for reinstatement of his driving privi- 
lege. However, any person whose license

State Senate buries airport bill 


A legislative proposal that would have 


given suburban communities a greater 
volco In control of O'Hare Airport and 
other facilities such as Palwaukce Air- 
port has been burled In a state Senate 
subcommittee. 


Sponsored by assistant majority leader 


Howard R. Mohr, R-Forcst Park, the bill 
would allow five or more communities in 
a metropolitan area to pass ordinances 
creating an authority to control airports 
In their area. 


Mohr asked that the bill be referred to 


a subcommittee of the Senate Trans- 


portation Committee, of which he is a 
member, after officials of the state De- 
partment of Aeronautics refused to testi- 
fy In favor of it.

Is suspended or revoked may appeal to 
the Secretary of State for a restricted 
license if necessary to enable him to con- 
tinue his gainful employment. 


Under Illinois law, the license of a per-

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - An an- 


gry Bernard Epton has'declared no-fault 
auto insurance is "deed" in Illinois IBis 
year moments after the House stripped 
from his bill a requirement that Injured 
motorists must pile up medical bills of 
$500 before they can sue for pain and 
suffering. 


Epton then tabled his own bill, calling 


his colleagues "stupid." 


"This leaves the House with no 


choice," he told newsmen after his out- 
burst. "I did everything but Insult each 
House member personally to get them to 
pay attention but no one knew what they 
were voting on." 


EPTON, a Chicago Republican, re- 


ferred to the vote on an amendment of- 
fered by Rep. James T. Londrigan, 
D-Springficld, at the second reading or 
amendment stage. 


AS USUALLY happens, House mem- 


bers paid scant attention to debate on the 
Londrigan amendment — the one which 
wiped out Epton's $500 medical cost re- 
quirement. 


As Epton tried to deny charges his is 


an Insurance industry bill that would not 
reduce premiums, his remarks were 
nearly lost in the murmur of a dozen pri- 
vate conversations on the floor. 


ONLY WHEN a preliminary vote 


showed the House favored Londrigan's 
amendment did Epton lose his temper 
and others pay heed. 


"The clowns who put words in my 


mouth are going to have to respond from 
now on," Epton shouted. "I won't take it 
from a freshman or a senior. 


"This is not an insurance industry bill. 


I don't carry water for anybody in this 
House. When I offer a bill, it's my bill," 
he said. 


EPTON LATER said he was particu- 


larly angry with freshman lawmaker 


Ronald Griesheimer, a fellow Republican 
from Waukegan. 


"It's an outright lie to say insurance 


companies favor this approach," Epton 
said. "They argued against this in com- 
mittee." 


Now that Epton's bill is tabled, only 


one no-fault measure is left before the 
House. This is sponsored by Rep. Samuel 
Maragos, D-Chicago. 


Maragos' bill would impose no require- 


ment of any kind before an injured mo- 
torist could sue for pain arid suffering. 
This bill is generally favored by lawyers. 


IN THE SENATE, under the sponsor- 


s h i p of president William Harris, 
R-Pontiac, is a no-fault bill that would 
prevent pain and suffering suits until a 
person has been disabled 60 days. 


"IF THE HOUSE is willing to kill my 


bill with only a $500 threshold at the 
amendment stage, what will it do to the 
tougher Senate bill if it gets over here?" 
asked Epton. "And if Maragos' bill gets 
over there, the Senate will murder it, 
probably in committee. 


"So I would say no-fault is dead this 


year unless some rapid conciliatory steps 
are taken," he said. 


Maragos said during debate on the 


Londrigan amendment he feared any 
threshold would be found unconstitutional 
because it would be "an arbitrary imped- 
iment" to the right to sue. Epton said he 
didn't think the courts would rule this 
way.

Local Rovcrnmcnls arc asked to glvo 5 


to 10 per cent of their federal revenue- 
sharing receipts to finance mass trans- 
portation In a scries of bills pending In 
the Illinois House of Representatives. 


Three bills introduced In April by State 


Hep. Donald E. Dcustcr, R-Mundelcln, 
would establish the Chicago Metropolitan 
A r e a Mass Transportation System 
(CMATS). set up a governing body and 
provide sources of financing for the sys- 
tem. Hearings on the bills arc scheduled 
for 5:30 p.m. Tuesday before the House 
Transportation Committee. 


Local governmental units and the state 


would relinquish revenue-sharing funds 
under Dcuslcr's plan. Although the pro- 
posal now calls for a flat 5 per cent con- 
tribution from all local governmental 
units receiving revenue sharing, Dcustcr 
said yesterday he may amend It to pro- 
vide a sliding scale from 5 to 10 per cent. 
With the scale, the share for each local 


Citizens get 
more say in 
highway plans 


The second of a scries of meetings pro- 


viding citizens, local officials and Inter- 
ested organizations a voice in future 
highway planning in Illinois will be held 
today. 


The forum began Monday with a scs- 


slon attended by regional planning and 
governmental agencies and the Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
(DOT) 


with a view toward fulfilling federal re- 
quirements. 


According to the Federal-Aid Highway 


Act of 1070, Illinois and other states must 
consider the social, economic and envi- 
ronmental Impact of highway projects. 
They are required to give local persons a 
say in planning. 


Slgmund Zlcjcwskl, regional trans- 


portatlon Engineer for DOT, said In Chi- 
cago this week that "citizens will have a 
heck of a lot of power they didn't have 
before" now that these hearings will be 
held. 


He added (ho sessions "mark the first 


comprehensive public Involvement in 
transportation planning in Illinois and 
will help fulfill Cov. Daniel Walker's 
mandate for greater citizen participa- 
tion." 


Zicjcwski said the hearings will result 


In an "action plan" to be presented to 
the federal government no later than tho 
Nov. 1 deadline. The plan must then be 
approved before tho state can begin any 
long range projects. 


Monday'* meeting Involved such or- 


ganizations as the Cook County Council 
of Governments, Metropolitan Sanitary 
District of Greater Chicago, Forest Pre- 
serve District of Cook County, North- 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
and others. 


Representatives received a question- 


naire from DOT asking them how they 
feel they can contribute to highway plan- 
ning. Other meetings will be held this 
week and next. Tho final meeting, next 
Tuesday will Include citizens' groups. 


unit would be computed on the number 
of riders it contributed to the transit sys- 
tem, said Dcuster. 


Using the flat 5 per cent figure, Deus- 


tcr estimated that approximately $6 mil- 
lion would be contributed from the six 
northeastern Illinois counties to be in- 
cluded in the system. 


THE STATE would be required to con- 


tribute 20 per cent of its revenue-sharing 
funds to be used for transportation 
throughout Illinois, said Dcustcr, esti- 
mate that would amount to $12 million 
for the Chicago regional system. 


Another provision of Deustcr's bills 


would raise the current gasoline sales 
tax within the region by half a penny. 
This would contribute $18 million, Deus- 
tcr said. But he also is considering 
amending this provision, raising the tax 
by a full penny to produce $36 million 
revenue. 


An additional provision would call for 


redistribution of the motor fuel taxes col- 
lected in the state, diverting a full 1 per 
cent now given to the state of Illinois and 
to CMATS. The 1 per cent would amount 
to $20 million, and $18 million of it would 
go to CMATS. The remaining $2 million 
would be used for highway construction. 


Under other aspects of Dcuster's pro- 


posal CMATS would be governed by a 25- 
member board, with representation on 
the board determined by the one man — 
one vote principle. Each county would 
have a minimum of one representative, 
he said. The system would coordinate 
commuter railroads, the Chicago Transit 
Authority (CTA) and suburban bus com- 
panies under the administration of that 
board. 


DEUSTER'S BILLS. House Bills 1046, 


1047 and 1048, originally were scheduled 
for hearings this week, but along with all 
other pending bills dealing with the CTA, 
they were delayed for hearings until 
Tuesday. The delay was approved on the 
request of the House transportation study 
committee, which is to produce a mass 
transportation bill of its own, he said. 


Deustcr mailed letters Friday to the 


mayors of all communities within tho 
6-county region, he said. The letters 
asked if the local officials agree 5 per 
cent is a reasonable figure for the com- 
munity contribution from their federal 
revenue sharing funds. If they do not feel 
it Is, they wore asked if they would agree 
to any contribution, what figure they 
would recommend or what other sources 
of revenue they could suggest. 


As of late Tuesday, Deustcr said he 


had received responses only from North 
Chicago and Antloch, both of which ob- 
jected to any revenue sharing contribu- 
tion. 


But Dcustcr said the communities 


were being asked to "put it (their views) 
on the line." If they seek mass transit 
systems, they must be willing to help fi- 
nance the systems, he said. Also, the fed- 
eral-revenue sharing act that provided 
the funds listed mass transportation as 
one of the highest priority items on 
which the funds could be spent. 


"It may be I'm Just helping them com- 


ply with the federal law," he said. 


Dcuslcr chose the S per cent figure af- 


ter meeting with the ad hoc trans- 
portation committee of the Cook County 
Council of Governments and the Illinois 
Bus Association, he said. The bus associ- 
ation favors the flat fee for the sake of 
simplicity, he added.

1973: vintage 
year for locust 


Here they come. A billion of 


them, maybe. Or at least millions. 
They are now burrowing toward 
sunlight from eight inches beneath 
the surface of the ground. There 
they have slumbered for 17 years. 
And now they are coming into the 
open after nearly two decades of 
silence. 


They arc, of course, the multi- 


tudes of the 17-year locust — or 
more properly the 17-year cicada 
— which will emerge from their 
long dormancy to set the wind 
humming with their song. 


According to the experts, the 


bugs are one of nature's oddities. 


Seventeen years ago, in 1956, the 


spawn of that year's infestation of 
cicadas fell to the ground after 


Van Winkle of insects. There are 
too few mysteries left; the great 
question marks which hover over 
the cicada are more welcome than 
the biological certainties which sci- 
entists affix to creatures great and 
small. 


No doubt the arrival of the 17- 


year cicada will catch some subur- 
ban r e s i d e n t s by surprise. 
Enormous changes have taken 
place in the Northwest suburbs 
since 1956, but how many of them 
have been surface changes which 
will have little effect on the ci- 
cadas themselves? Millions of the 
insects are no doubt imprisoned 
forever beneath cement, but mil- 
lions remain. 


Long time residents of this area 


hatching in the trees and tunneled 
eight inches below ground to live 
within a mud shell while taking 
nourishment from the roots of 
trees. 


Now they are ready to emerge 


again and begin their brief life 
cycle before spawning another gen- 
eration. By their abundance are 
they protected from predators, and 
their proliferation is truly amaz- 
ing. Official estimates place the 
number of cicadas at 133,000 per 
acre and there is one report of a 
record 1.5 million on a one-acre 
plot. 


Far from a warning about these 


creatures among us, this com- 
mentary should be read as a letter 
of welcome to them. We have to 
admire the wily cicada and we 
hope their numbers continue to 
flourish; we look upon these tiny 
inhabitants of the earth with a 
combination of fascination and 
awe. 


How do they do it? 
How do they stay down there for 


17 years? What manner of primev- 
al clock is it which awakens them 
and sends them to us? 


Ah, it's a mystery and that is 


what is so appealing about this Rip 


remember that the cicada blight of 
1956 was something to behold. The 
air was shivering with their mating 
calls and in groves of trees here- 
abouts the bugs were so dense they 
seemed to infest the very air. 


Considering the type of devel- 


opment which has come to the sub- 
urbs in the last 17 years, we sus- 
pect some people out here are in 
for the surprise of their lives some 
morning when the cicadas come 
forth. They may find they have 
purchased a house right in the 
middle of the biggest assembly of 
cicadas in the world. 


Nonetheless, we advise everyone 


to remain cool in the face of this 
phenomenon. There is no need to 
get excited and call for the chem- 
ical destruction of several million 
bugs. No one should seek the estab- 
lishment of a Northwest Cicada 
Abatement District. 


The life of the cicada, after all, is 


brief and poignant. They emerge 
for only a few weeks, call to their 
mates and then expire. It's a les- 
son for all of us. 


So sit back, relax and await the 


arrival of the durable cicada. We 
won't'see them again until 1990. 
And how many of us can be as cer- 
tain of our future as that little bug?

Having lived in Arlington Heights my

Again Laseke is to win and the individual 
is to lose. No increase in service, higher 
rates and a three-month bill to be paid 
all at once. And, on top of it all, we, upon 
whom these conditions are to be im- 
posed, have no choice. 


I would like to see a village-wide vote 


regarding these issues rather than have 
others sign us up. (I personally enjoy the 
right of incurring my own debts.) The 
points to be considered could include: 


a) Are we all really that snobbish to 


require back door service or could we 
profit from the exercise provided by put- 
ting cans at the curb? After all, plastic 
bags and branches "decorate" the park- 
ways on pick-up days anyway. 


b) Do we want others to choose for 


us or do we want to be able to hire our 
own company individually, thus squash- 
ing this village inflicted monopoly? Com- 
petition is not only healthy, but part of 
the American way of life, and surely ser- 
vice would improve if companies were 
competing for our business. 


c) Since some of us recycle, we should 


have the option of once a week service at 
half the cost, of course. 


I am writing this as I am not only con- 


cerned when my hard earned money 
goes but because I firmly believe that 
the majority of my fellow residents are 
merely ordinary people interested in 
good and reasonable service and don't 
feel a garbage can is a sign of social 
degradation. Down with adventures of 
your garbageman and up with freedom 
of choice at reasonable rates.

Hartigan's post 
could be removed 


One wonders if this might not be the 


time for the Illinois legislature to consid- 
er abolishing the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor. 


At the present time, the state is paying 


Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan $35,000 a year, in 
addition to office, staff and travel ex- 
penses, for doing approximately nothing 
but sowing seed for future political har- 
vests. 


That is not to be blamed altogether on 


Neil Hartigan. 


Hartigan, through none of his own vol- 


ition, is serving with a governor whom 
he set out opposing back in 1971. When 
he woke up the day after the primary 
election In March of 1972, Hartigan found 
himself on the ballot as "running mate" 
to Gov. Daniel Walker, against whom he 
had been campaigning for approximately 
a year. 


Since the election of the two reluctant 


running mates, Hartigan has been offi- 
cially sitting on his hands in borrowed 
quarters over at the secretary of state's 
office — the measure of the amount of 
confidence placed in him by Walker, who 
didn't bother to help him find quarters in 
the Capitol. 


For Hartigan simply has no duties. Un- 


der the 1970 Constitution, the lieutenant 
governor has only those the governor or 
the legislature assigns to him. Up to 
now, with the exception of liaison on a 
proposal for a new airport near St. 
Louis, the governor hasn't found any- 
thing for Hartigan to do. 


The legislature has no proposals before 


for defining the duties of the office, and 
the only talk about doing so thus far was 
a politically inspired and half-serious 
suggestion to take the state Department 
of Transportation away from Walker and 
give it to Hartigan. 


Hartigan, of course, has done little to 


inspire in Walker a desire to make him 
an effective lieutenant. The first thing 
the governor did was to ask Hartigan to 
r e s i g n as a Chicago ward com- 
mitteeman. Hartigan, whose political 
power base is rooted in the Daley organi- 
zation, deeply considered that proposition 
for 10 or 15 seconds and politely declined. 
End of close association with his "run- 
ning mate." 


But the proposal to abolish the office 


should not be construed as a proposal to 
boot Hartigan out of state government. 


His situation is largely due to circum- 


stances over which he has little control. 


In fact, his predecessor, Paul Simon, 


was in a comparable position concerning 
his relations with the governor, since 
Simon was a Democrat and the governor 
was a Republican. But Simon at least, 
under the old state constitution, was the 
presiding officer of the Senate and wound 
up with the tie-breaking vote in the 77th 
General Assembly. 


The point is that, five months into 


Walker's term as governor, there is no 
evidence that he really needs a lieuten- 
ant governor. In four years under Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie, there was no evi- 
dence that he needed Simon's services. 


As things stand now, the only con- 


stitutional provision for the lieutenant 
governor is that he succeed the governor 
in case of death or disability. Had 
Ogilvie died in office, a Republican gov- 
ernor would have been replaced by a 
Democrat. Should something happen to 
Walker, he would be replaced by a fellow 
Democrat, but one who is more foe than 
friend. 


The constitution provides that after the 


lieutenant governor, the line of succes- 
sion passes to the attorney general and 
then the secretary of state. There seems 
to be little to lose in eliminating the lieu- 
tenant governor from that line. 


The legislature has the means to 


change the way in which the lieutenant 
governor is elected — a simple law 
which would dictate that candidates for 
governor and lieutenant governor run to- 
gether in the primary as well as the gen- 
eral election. That would eliminate a re- 
currence of the Walker - Hartigan situ- 
ation. 


However, the legislature in its wisdom 


rejected that law last year, and the pro- 
posal has lanquished so far in the House 
Executive Committee for over a month.

LONDON — Gold's price dropped and 


the dollar's value climbed today as some 
of tho gold fever went out of European 
financial markets. 


In London, gold was fixed at $106.50 an 


ounce In tho afternoon price-pegging ses- 
sion. This was $4.50 lower than the morn- 
Ing price, a dollar or two above the fig- 
ure at which most trades were made, 
and about $8 lower than tho price of most 
of Tuesday's sales. 


Tho dollar firmed In late afternoon 


trading In London, Paris, Zurich, Frank- 
furt ami other European trading centers. 
It went up by amounts valued in frac- 
tions of cents. 


Markets all over Europe were calmer 


tlmn Tuesday's frantic sessions. There 
was no repetition of the market pres- 
sures which In tho first two days of this 
week buffeted the dollar to new lows but 
sent gold soaring to the highest price in 
history. 


OEALKRS SAID wealthy Investors 


from tho Middle East were now switch- 
ing from gold back to dollars, restoring 
strength to the American currency. 


In London, the world's main free mar- 


ket for gold, tho first of two dally official 
price settings put tho precious metal at 
$111 an ounce. The price setting was up 
5o cents from Tuesday's closing price, 
and was the highest fixed price In his- 
tory. 


But it was lower than the dizzying 


$128.50 an ounce which gold touched at 
ono point Tuesday in Paris, and lower 
than the $114 at which gold changed 
hands in London during Tuesday's trad- 
ing. 


The British pound slid lower as the dol- 


lar strengthened. Trading opened at 
higher rates, but it quickly took less and 
less dollars to buy a pound. 


While a pound cost $2.57 and more 


Tuesday, the price dropped below $2.C6 
today and traded at $2.558 at mid-morn- 
ing. 


ON THE FRENCH money market the 


dollar firmed in early trading. The com- 
mercial dollar moved up to 4.45 to 4.46 
francs, up from 4.415. The freely-fluc- 
tuating financial dollar moved up to 4.425 
to 4.45 francs, up from 4.412. 


In Frankfurt, the dollar rose slightly 


from Its all-time low Tuesday. A dollar 
bought 2.779 marks today, fractionally 
more than the 2.776S it would buy at 
Tuesday's close. 


In Zurich, too, the dollar gained ground 


and gold dropped. The dollar opened at 
3.155 to 3.1625 Swiss francs, up from the 
closing figures of 3.1325 to 3.1375. 


Gold was priced at $105 to $108 an 


ounce, compared with Tuesday's closing 
of $109 to $112.

Bill 
to improve 
job safety 


A bill recently introduced by Rep. John 


Erlenborn, R-13th, is aimed at taking the 
sting out of one of the bugs in the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Act. 


The comprehensive OSHA standards 


became effective in April, 1971. Their 
purpose Is to reduce the number of 
deaths and injuries relating from on the 
job safety and health hazards. 


"My bill would require the Labor De- 


partment, when asked, to send a con- 
sultant to a place of business employing 
fewer than 250 workers," said Erlenborn. 
"This consultant would help the employ- 
er in interpreting a safety or health stan- 
dard; or might advise an employer 
whether a specific standard applies to 
him." 


According to Erlenborn, the bill would 


require a company with more than 250 
employes to hire a safety engineer. For 
the small company, however, the govern- 
ment would provide assistance in under- 
standing the mass of OSHA regulations. 
Erlenborn estimates these would make a 
stack 17 feet high. 


For the present, there is no such per- 


son as an OSHA consultant in the De- 
partment of Labor, only an inspector. 
The inspector must issue a citation if he 
visits a business and finds a safety viola- 
tion. 


Organized labor opposed Erlenborn's 


amendment, arguing that a visit by a 
government consultant would be an in- 
vitation to evade the law. Although FJ- 
lenborn agrees this could happen, he sees 
any problems as minor ones. "If George 
Meany, president of the AFL-CIO, parks 
and asks a policeman whether he's too 
close to the fire hydrant, he expects ad- 
vice concerning on obeying the law. He 
does not expect a ticket," Erlenborn 
said. 


The consultation amendment is better 


than other amendments which exempt 
workers with 15, 50 or 100 workers, he 
continued. This is because small employ- 
ers dominate some hazardous industries, 
notably logging.

The Corning mirror blanks are made 


of fused silica, an exotic glass that Is one 
of the purest of man-made materials. 
The light weight gloss is used for tele- 
scope mirror applications because of its 
low thermal expansion characteristics. 
Temperature changes cause the material 
to alter shape very little, an important 
consideration for sensitive astronomical 
instruments. 


The mirror blanks for the multiple 


mirror telescope are of the so-called 
lightweight type of construction. That is, 
instead of being solid discs of glass, 
these mirrors are assembled from thin 
struts of glass fused together and sand- 
wiched between flat glass plates. The fin- 
ished blank resembles something like a 
round eggcrate.

to help offset inflation 


Cost-conscious major homcfauilders 


across the nation arc rapidly turning to 
components produced In plants to resist 
inflationary pressure In (lie building in- 
dustry, according to Marsh P. Trimble, 
publisher, Professional Builder magazine 
and executive director for tlio Industrial* 
Izcd Building Exposition (INBEX) sched- 
uled for Chicago's McCormlek Place, 
Nov. 27-20. 


About 42 per cent of the new housing 


produced by the more than 500 top build- 
ers surveyed will be built with com- 
ponents and modules, Trimble said citing 
as his source the 1973 Blue Book of Ma- 
jor Homo Builders published for the 
eighth year by CMR Associates. 


Indicating the swift move to more fac- 


tory methods the Industry book notes 
that the percentage was 24 per cent in 
1069; 30 per cent in 1070; 35 per cent in 
1971 and up to 33 per cent last year. 


The 1973 INBEX exposition is being 


planned largely for the thousands of 
homcbullders investigating all the newest 
industrialized building techniques. Last 
year more than 5,000 homcbullders at- 
tended and this is expected to sharply 
increase because all builders are now 
concerned over their on-slte building 
costs. With a show theme of "Staying 
Competitive In Construction the Industri- 
alized Building Way," the exhibits and 
seminars are being planned for max- 
imum service to the homcbulldlng in- 
dustry. Three days of seminars are 
scheduled for homcbulldlng with promi- 


nent builder speakers featured. 


COMMENTING ON the trend CMR As- 


soclates said that, "Blue Book builders In 
an effort to reduce on-slte construction 
time, are making extensive use of facto- 
ry fabricated wall panels, framing sys- 
tems, roof trusses, mechanical plumbing 
and heating cores and other components. 


As greater, variety of Industrialized 


component products enters the market- 
place, more extensive use of system 
components is likely to occur — especial- 
ly among the cost-conscious major build- 
er firms listed in the Blue Book." 


The major builders surveyed by CMR 


accounted for 665,000 housing units or 28 
per cent of all U.S. housing in 1972. The 
average builder erected 1,250 units and 
had annual sales volume of $30 million. 
In 1972 his sales increased by 55 per 
cent, compared with the national aver- 
age of only 15 per cent. 


They are viewed by other builders as 


Innovators and firms to watch and copy. 
The major builder movement to employ 
more factory-built components is ex- 
pected to stimulate other builders to fol- 
low suit. 


The survey details that the factory 


methods accepted by major builders In 
1973 will breakdown to 20 per cent basic 
component parts; 20 per cent major 
parts and two per cent modular units.

• Tools. Use the proper tools for a 


good job. On a do-it-yourself job, it 
doesn't pay to skimp on equipment, and 
that includes a sturdy, well-constructed 
ladder. And be sure you use that ladder 
properly. Anchor it firmly, angling it suf- 
ficiently for safety, and don't over-extend 
your reach. 


The Don'ts: 
• Don't deal with an unknown con- 


tractor without checking references with 
several satisfied customers. Beware of 
long-term guarantees. 


• Don't paint outdoors If the weather 


is unreasonably cool. Generally, it should 
be above 55 degrees for a good paint job. 
Avoid, also, painting on any surface that 
is hot from direct exposure to the sun. 


• Don't think one type of paint formu- 


lation is like another. There are many 
new paints on the market. Don't apply 
the new type latex paints with a pure 
bristle brush, for example. Select one 
with nylon or other synthetic bristles. 


• Don't attempt to brush out or roll on 


a paint too thinly even though your eye 
tells you it Is covering. You may be sur- 
prised when it dries. Don't mix varying 
types of paints together or add oils or 
thlnners unless you know for sure the 
combination will turn out right 


• Don't buy custom mixed colors on 


different days. Purchase more than 
enough at one time allowing leftovers for 
touch-up and avoid variations that are in- 
evitable with different batches. It is a 


good idea to "fix" separate gallons in 
one or more five-gallon containers. This 
means mixing them all together so a 
single uniform color results. 


• Don't use a moonlighter or a student 


on a paint job unless you have adequate 
insurance coverage for possible acci- 
dents. 


• Don't leave aerosol paints where a 


small child might press the button acci- 
dentally. At the least it could cause a 
mess. And don't tamper with an empty 
aerosol can, or puncture it. If a full one 
doesn't work properly, return it to the 
dealer for replacement 


• Don't leave unlidded cans around. 


It's bad for the paint — and anyone who 
stumbles into it.

, Expenditures of local governments 
have grown at an average annual rate of 
8.3 per cent, and property taxes have 
kept pace with that growth by Increasing 
8.1 per cent annually, the Realtor said. 


To limit the growth of property tax ef- 


fectively while realistically meeting 
growing revenue needs of local govern- 
ment, the Northwest Suburban Board of 
Realtors recommended the development 
and expansion'of replacement revenues 
other than real property taxation.

"Citizens participating in the ex- 


pression of their individual right to own, 
use, and exchange real property freely 
deserve to be treated, from a tax view- 
point, with more care and consideration 
than local governments have been will- 
ing to give," Plpenhagen concluded. 
"When the cost in terms of taxation of 
real property ownership becomes prohib- 
itive, the right to real property own- 
ership becomes endangered as fewer citi- 
zens can afford to exercise that right."

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Energy crisis creating own 'migration9 


The 
much-publicized 
energy 
crisis 


could cause a major lifestyle change In 
this country, Including n migration of 
people toward energy sources, as well as 
changes In the ways land Is used In sub- 
urban areas. 


This Is the report made by speakers 


participating In a recent round tablo con- 
ference on "The Housing Industry and 
the Consumer." Thirty experts In devel- 
opment, architecture, planning, lending 
and production took part In the New 
York City meeting. 


Desmond Mulrhcad, a planner, pre- 


dicted n "mass migration problem" be- 
cause- of the energy crisis while a devel- 
oper, Richard J. Fox, suggested that 
"the K-a-gallon gasoline may do what all 
the planners have not been able to do in 
determining how land Is used In subur- 
ban areas." 


"Tho whole alternative to the design 


process In land planning has to start with 


the automobile," suggested architect Ar- 
nold M. Kronstadt. 


ZONING ORDINANCES, he said, Insist 


on parking areas. "We can park 25 bi- 
cycles where you can park one automo- 
bile, but you are told you hae to provide 
these parking spaces," said Kronstadt. 


The discussion seemed to focus on the 


energy problem and crisis and one sug- 
gestion offered was that lending in- 
stitutions provide larger mortgages to 
purchasers of homes who provided major 
fuel savings through the use of quality 
insulating material and fuel-saving de- 
sign. 


"If you're able to save $200 to $300 a 


year In fuel consumption . . . through 
additional insulation, shouldn't this quali- 
fy a person to be able to buy a more 
expensive house?" asked Kronstadt. 


He said a buyer of a two-story town 


house — which saves about 55 per cent in 
fuel compared to a one-story slab house 
on a grade — should qualify for a higher

President's Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness predicted that "there will be a 
very high consumer resentment'If homes 
don't include things that protect purcha- 
sers from escalated fuel costs three or 
four years from now."

Said architect John L. Schmidt, vice 


president of Environmental Systems In- 
ternational, "Most consumers find their 
rates go down as they use more (ener- 
gy). Why don't the producers just shift 
their carrots around so there Is a penalty 
for over-consumption?" 


The participants seemed to agree that 


land use control, more than ever before, 
Is being revolutionized, involving the ap- 
plication of designing with nature, flood 
plain regulations, preservation of slopes 
and analysis of soil characteristics. 


"For the first time," said planner Wil- 


liam H. Roberts, "zoning boards and 
planning commissions are beginning to 
hear that just because somebody got 
here first and drew the map, he is not 
going to determine the necessary land- 
use control." 


He said the most significant thing that 


Is happening today in housing "is that 
the whole movement is very much per- 
verted by snob zoners and the no-growth 
people who use that particular flag here 


and there to stop everything from hap- 
pening." 


GEORGE C. MARTIN, president of the 


National Association of Home Builders, 
said builders can accept the blame for 
whatever is bad with the housing envi- 
ronment In the country, as well as what- 
ever credit for whatever Is good. 


"We have the best housed nation in the 


world, but in the last 25 years, instead of 
b u i l d i n g neighborhoods or societies 
where there is a mixture of income and 
social groups, we have created ghettos." 


"Now 
the planners are asking them- 


selves, 'how do we reverse this trend?' " 


Roberts said development industry has 


been many years behind. "It's remark- 
able, for Instance, when you think that 
cluster planning has been a concept with 
planners for 50 years or more, but it only 
came recently because the builders rec- 
ognized relatively recently that there 
were ... cost benefits by clustering. The 
rediscovery of the town house, more ef- 
ficient on land use, has only been pro- 
moted recently."

A new revised Safety Standard for

pears on the new triangular safety seal 
issued by the Outdoor Power Equipment 
Institute, the sponsor of an Independent 
laboratory testing program for con- 
formancc to the standard.

the deck have been tested under this pro- 
gram and found to comply with the stan- 
dard. 


The new revision co\crs various types 


of power mowers Including rotarics, 


reels, riding mowers, lawn and garden 
tractors and mowing attachments. 


For the consumer, the revised stan- 


dard means more protection from flying 
objects and less opportunity for contact 
with mower blades and moving parts. 


The standard requires that discharged 


materials be kept from the operator's 
zone and calls for protective guarding at 
the rear of the mower deck, which also 
helps to prevent the operator's feet from 
slipping under the machine. 


Other strengthened requirements of the 


now standard include a limited blade 
stopping time — within 7 seconds, a 
splash shield or deflector to keep spilled 
gasoline from the muffler area.

Japanese look to vendor 
for secrets to success 


by MARILYN HEISER 


Japan has given the world superb cam- 


eras, outstanding stereo and television 
.equipment, and nearly non-polluting au- 
tomobiles. Advanced technology and effi- 
ciency have made Japanese products of- 
ten better and usually cheaper than those 
produced In this country. 


The coffee from the "machine" which 


Americans drink each morning In offices 
and plants may be one exception to the 
rule of Japanese superiority. Our vend- 
ing machine business Is probably IS 
yean ahead of Its counterpart in Japan, 
according to Matt Cockrcll, of Cockrell 
Coffee Service, Schaumburg. 


Cockrcll bases his opinion on what he 


has learned from three Japanese vis- 
itors. Ako Tanaka, chief engineer for 
Fuji Kadcn Co., vending machine manu- 
facturer; Tctsuro Tatcmoto, and Eijl 
Kume, both of the Japan Vending Ser- 
vice Co. They have spent six weeks in 
the United Slates, visiting mostly at 
Cockrcll Coffee. 


BUSINESS operations, sales, repairs, 


products and food preparation have been 
among the topics discussed. 


"While Japan Vending Is the largest 


vending company in Japan, coffee Is just 
about the only product they sell," Cock- 
rcll said. And it Is Instant coffee, the va- 
riety Americans used to drink 15 or 20 
years ago. 


No food, not even candy Is sold In 


Japanese machines, Cockrell said. The 
owners of Japan Vending arranged the 
two-month visit, ho sold, with an eye to 
improving and expanding their business. 


Product availability is a major prob- 


lem for the Japanese, he said. Quite pos- 
sibly, he added, the Japanese are looking 
to import candy and snack items from 
the United States for use in vending ma- 
chines. 


Mobility Is another tremendous prob- 


lem, especially in Tokyo. The traffic is 


so overwhelming that it is difficult to fill 
and repair machines, he said. 


"The vending business in Japan is just 


starting," Tanaka raid. "We've gotten 
many unique Ideas from our visit." The 
Japanese write daily reports and regu- 
larly talk to their superiors in Tokyo, 
Cockrcll said. 


TANAKA was especially surprised at 


the friendliness of American offices. 
"The company Is like a family, very 
close. I thought in the United States com- 
panies were all business." 


Some of this friendliness, Tanaka said, 


was possibly due to what he called the 
"vending corner." The coffee machine, 
an institution in the U.S., is the place 
where employes come to relax, to talk, 
to share ideas. "There is no vending cor- 
ner in Japan," he said. 


The Illinois Automatic Merchandising 


Council has designated this week as "Illi- 
nois Automatic Merchandising Week" to 
mark success in the vending business. 


More than five billion cups of hot 


drinks were sold through vending ma- 
chines in the United States last year, the 
council said. A lot of vended soft drinks, 
sandwiches and candy, as well as coffee, 
are downed each year by Americans. 


Nearly $7 billion In sales through vend- 


ing machines In the United States were 
recorded last year, a six per cent in- 
crease over 1971, the council said. Cock- 
rell Coffee, one of 7,000 vending com- 
panies In this country, contributed to that 
enormous consumption, especially in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


AMONG THE business procedures 


Cockrell has tried to communicate to Its 
Japanese visitors, small geographic area 
Is perhaps tops on the list. Only plants 
and offices within a seven mile radius 
are served by .Cockrell Coffee, Gino Dal 
Cerro, vice president of the company, 
said. 


Dal Cerro said that In Japan, a long 


narrow country with heavy population 
density, a small service area Is essential. 


Spring floods forcing 
farmers to 'zero till' 


DDCON SPRINGS, ILL. (UPI) -Some 


Illinois farmers, backed to the wall by 
twin springtime plagues of flooding and 
fuel shortages, are taking a closer look 
at zero — till. 


The farming method still is being re- 


searched at the University of Illinois' 
6,000-ocre Dlxon Springs agricultural ex- 
periment station after about a decade 
and agronomist George McKibben, a pio- 
neer in the research, thinks it has "a 
great future." 


IN ZERO-TILL, today's pasture may 


become tomorrow's cornfield without a 
plow or cultivator. 


Special planting equipment puts the 


seed in the sod. Herbicide applications 
prevent grasses and weeds from com- 
peting with the grain for nourishment. 


Wet fields are not as big a problem for 


farmers and they can carry their crops 
through from planting to harvest with 
less fuel consumption. 


McKIBBEN, M, a native of Wayne 


County who has spent the last 26 years at 
Dlxon Springs, says zero-till conversions 
won't be an overnight move. 


Most farmers have lots of money tied 


up in conventional equipment. And form 
equipment manufacturers haven't rushed 
to get on the zero-till bandwagon.

"Some farmers have inquired about 


zero-till but haven't been able to buy the 
special planting equipment because not 
enough of it has been made," said 
McKibben. 


BUT FARM observers said there are 


signs some of the farm machinery com- 
panies are gearing their production lines 
for more zero-till equipment. 


Zero-till is top soil's best friend. On 


some test plots at Dlxon Springs carried 
out on 6 to 0 degree slopes, erosion from 
conventionally-tilled land was 16 times 
greater than zero-till acres. 


McKibben said zero-till corn yields 


have equalled or exceeded yields on con- 
ventional plots the length of the state — 
at Elwood, Urbana, Brownstown and 
Dlxon Springs. 


For the post six years, zero-till corn 


has exceeded conventional till corn 
yields at Brownstown. The highest yield 
zero-till plot produced 178 bushels per 
acre compared with 147 bushels for con- 
ventional tillage. 


AT DIXON Springs, experiments are 


continuing on double-cropping on zero-till 
land, with soybeans following wheat or 
corn. 


While zero-till keeps labor and fuel 


costs down, it has offsetting chemical 
costs. It hasn't worked well in soils with 
poor drainage. And the poor field mouse, 
working under cover of mulch, can have 
a field day with newly-emerging corn un- 
less it is carefully controlled. 


Zero-till is not the foolproof way to 


easy street for the careless farmer. 


"Zero-till requires good management," 


laid McKibben. 


While Illinois was pioneering zero-till 


research in the Midwest, Kentucky leads 
the field in taking advantage of the no- 
till advancements. 


"But Illinois is now closing the gap," 


said McKibben.

"A new idea is worth a try," he said,

"Volunteers arc people of conviction. 


They show up In many places under 
many names. They work for the govern- 
ment, public and private agencies, 
groups, associations and other organiza- 
tions. 


"Working for the federal government 


they may be called dollnr-o-ycnr men; 
for state and local governments they 
may be members of a board of trustees, 
advisory commission or committee. 


"In public and voluntary agencies they 


may serve In anything from the tradi- 
tional role of chairman of the board to 
postage stamp llckcr to grey lady, candy 
striper, United Fund campaign worker, 
Dig Brother or Scout leader."

"Volunteers come from all walks of 


life, arc all ages and all ethnic and rac- 
ial groups, some with education and skills 
and some without. They help people 
directly In staff-volunteer teams or as 
advocates for change within the commu- 
nity. They tackle such problems as edu- 
cation, mental Illness, traffic safety, ur- 
ban decay, crime, delinquency, drug 
abuse and family deterioration."

unteer program. Carol Wortham, Com- 
munity Participation Coordinator of.26 
countries in Illinois was the Forum Di- 
rector on both occasions, having been 
brought into the program by the Volun- 
teer Bureau knowledge of her expertise. 


CONSULTATION with agencies in set- 


ting up new volunteer programs is anoth- 
er area of service by the Bureau such as 
in the fledging Shelter Inc., an agency 
geared to serve the youth in northwest 
Cook County in need of temporary shel- 
ter. Shelter Inc. is set up to utilize foster 


Heights Clergy Fellowship in 1969, has 
been guided by the belief that equal op- 
portunity for volunteering should be 
available. Traditionally it has been the 
same people used over and over again, 
and a Bureau which brought coordination 
and communication to the movement 
would make It possible for the talents of 
all the citizens to be brought to bear on 
the problems of the community.

A final class will 
be conducted on Monday at Prospect 
High School in Mount Prospect at 7:30 
p.m. on Volunterrism Today. Various 
agencies have been presenting their vol- 
unteer program to the participants in the 
class and the problems and successes 
are discussed by the class. 


A comprehensive file of Community 


Resources is being developed by the Bu- 
reau which is called upon by schools 
planning career days, presenting interest 
groups with hobbles and skills, and en- 
richment programs to bring the commu- 
nity into the classroom. 


During the summer months the Branch 


offices of the Bureau will be closed and 
only the Central Office will be open from 
9 a.m. to 2 p.m.

Q—Will a veteran's compensation from 


VA be reduced if Social Security benefits 
are increased? 


A—No. VA does not count any Income 


against compensation for service-con- 
nected disabilities, including Social Se- 
curity payments. Income is a factor for 
pensions for non-service-connected dis- 
abilities, however.* * * 


Q—Do VA pensioners over 72 years of 


age have to file annual income question- 
naires anymore? 


A—No. they do not have to file. A re- 


cent law excludes pensioners 72 years old 
and older who draw benefits during two 
consecutive years from filing annual in- 
come questionnaires. However, they still 
must report changes in Income.

Q—What should I do if my VA benefit 


check does not arrive on time? 


A-Two things, (a) Walt long enough to 


be sure the mails have cleared, (b) 
Write to the VA regional office which has 
your claim file, Including your name if 
you're a veteran, or the deceased veter- 
an's name if it is a death claim, and 
your claim number. Never write the 


Treasury Department, as this will only 
prolong the delay in receiving your 
check.

Q—Several years ago I elected to re- 


• ccfve benefits under the new pension law 
because my income exceeded the S1.600 
annual income limitation that would re- 
sult in termination of benefits under the 
old pension law. Now that income limita- 
tions under the old laws have been In- 
creased, can I go back to drawing pen- . 
sion under the old law? 


A—No. Once a pensioner has chosen , 


benefits under the new law, he cannot go 
back to the old law.

Q—Someone told me that I can apply ' 


for a home guarantee loan unde? the Gf , 
BUI even though I served during World . 
War II. Is this true? 


A—Expiration dates on GI loan eligibil- 


ity were removed in 1970. Also, the eligi-' 
bility of World War II and Korean veter- 
ans was restored where their entitlement 
had expired. Eligibility for GI loans now 
runs until you have used It. You may 
obtain the necessary information and 
forms from your nearest VA office. 


Do-It- 


There's many a home or apartment 


that's been furnished with secondhand 
furniture or unfinished furniture that was 
turned into a finished piece by the own- 
er. 


Whether It's on old piece of furniture 


that has been stripped clean of the old 
finish or a brand new, smooth but unfin- 
ished piece of furniture, it still needs 
sanding before you apply anything to it. 


The way you use sandpaper deter- 


mines how successful that finishing or 
rcflnlshing project turns out. This Is es- 
pecially true with the clear finishes — 
varnish, shellac, lacquer. 


In fact, any of them will gleam on a 


properly sanded surface. But you can 
buy the most expensive finish available 
and if your sanding has been careless it 
will magnify every flaw, scratch and 
rough spot. Any rough spot will imme- 
diately come through darker than a 
smooth surface. 


POWER SANDING has become popu- 


lar, but power sandcrs can be tricky and 
if not used properly can ruin a job. Noth- 
ing really bcnti handsonding. When you 
sand by hand you are always in control 
of the Job. It isn't going to get away from 
you. 


The sanding disc mounted on an elec- 


tric drill Is out so far as fine furniture 
finishes are concerned. The circular mo- 
tion of the sanding cuts across the grain 
and the first rule In sanding Is to sand 
with the grain. 


Tho power sandcr that sands in a 


straight line is the only thing to use, but 
It needs a light touch. Keep in one place 


too long or apply too much pressure and 
it will take off more than necessary. 


In hand-sanding, wrap a piece of sand- 


paper partially around a block of wood. 
Make a block that will fit the hand com- 
fortably. 


The general rule is to start with the 


coarsest sandpaper and work up to the 
fine. Actually, on most projects you will 
start with a medium grit. 


IF YOU ARE building the furniture or 


assembling the unfinished furniture, sand 
individual wood parts before assembling. 
If you wait until you have put everything 
together you may find some spots too 
hard to reach. 


Garnet or aluminum oxide paper is 


generally used. Grades may vary with 
some manufacturers but general 0-grade 
is medium, 1 or 2 coarse or very coarse, 
3/0 is a fine paper. 


Remember to stay with the gram. If 


you find yourself sanding an area where 
two pieces come together but with the 
grain running differently in each, then 
carefully sand so that you don't cross 
over onto the other piece. 


When you have carved or curved areas 


to sand, use garnet paper. This Is flex- 
ible but strong and can bend around cur- 
ves and it won't crack. 


Stop occasionally and check for 


smoothness with your hand. Touch is the 
best test. If you feel any roughness, keep 
sanding.

I wai told that 
even though I had been married for 32 
years prior to the divorce, I wai not en- 
titled to benefits because the divorce de- 
cree did not provide for support. Have 
there been any changes In the law that 
would allow me to receive widow's bene- 
fits? 


A. Yes, the recent amendments to the 


Social Security law have eliminated the 
support requirement for surviving di- 
vorced widows. You should call or visit 
your local Social Security office and they 
will explain this in detail.

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Transplanting' Chinese medical arts 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Ploaso comment on 


my problem. I nm 44 — female — song- 
writer, pooled, decorator — and have 
been auccrasful in all my fields. Pre- 
sently my husband and I run three busi- 
nesses which we own. 


From the time I was a child, I have 


been a very high-strung (not obnox- 
iously) person. As my doctor puts It, I 
run on eight cylinders at all times. 


Three years ago, I went from 100 


pounds to 05 and the doctor determined It 
was bccaute I run around the house all 
hours of night. My body gets very tried, 
but my brain functions constantly and I 
seldom sleep more than three-and-a-half 
hours a night. Most times less. 


He put me on Pa rest 400 mg. and sura 


enough I gained w eight and felt well res- 
ted In the morning. The days were nicer 
to meet. 


Last week when I went to get my pre- 


scription refilled the druggist made a re- 
mark about sleeping pills and suggested 
I use a brand name over-the-counter 
type. Now I feel aihamcd to go back and 
get my prescription filled. The brand 
names have foiled, and I'm losing weight 
again, arxt as was before, here it is 3:00 
a m. and I'm fully awake. 


I realize the drub abuse problem, and I 


havo a healthy respect for drugs. 
. 1 got the feeling the druggist felt I was 
a drug addict. Perhaps wrongly so. 


If you were me, would you give second 


thoughts to relying on Purest — or fol- 
lowing your doctor's orders? 


At 83 pounds I look gaunt. Eating at 


night while I'm up doesn't help me hold 
my weight. 


Dear Header — There are lots of rea- 


sons for losing weight, and some good 
ones arc having excess amounts of ener- 


gy or drive which cause you to use so 
many calorics that you can't cat enough 
to keep up with the body's demand. 


Your druggist did you a disservice and 


my Inclination is to suggest that you get 
a new druggist rather than a new doctor. 
When your druggist gets a license to 
practice medicine, then perhaps he can 
provide better advice on your over-all 
state. In the meanwhile, by advising you 
not to follow your doctor's orders he is 
literally practicing medicine without a li- 
cense to do so. 


Your'doctor prescribed Parest for you 


because It is one of the safest mild medi- 
cines that con be used to combat in- 
somnia. It is well tolerated without side 
effects. There is less of a tendency for a 
hang-over effect than occurs with some 
other medicines. It is relatively nontoxic.

not very effective or they may contain 
substances that are even less safe than 
many prescription items.

I am sure 
your druggist was trying to help you but 
if you presented the facts accurately it 
was a lapse in judgment. 


I would hope that you have been thor- 


oughly evaluated for the possibility of an 
overactive thyroid or other medical prob- 
lems which might be contributing to your 
difficulty. Forget about the drug abuse 
problem and do what your doctor tells 
you.

Parents can aid youth 
in the adolescent years 


(Tlili column Is presented by Forest 


Hospital In DCS Plnlncg, a fully accre- 
dited 133-bcd psychiatric hospital widely 
known for Its intensive programs In psy- 
chlnlric treatment, research, education 
ami community service.) 


Adolescent years are troubled years. 


Teens go through so many biological and 
emotional changes it's sometimes a won- 
der they pull through at all and go on to 
bo happy well-adjusted adults. 


Many of them don't. In fact many 


locni go on to become parents, who 
through their own unresolved adolescent 
conflicts, arc the basis for problems their 
teen ago children incur. 


Dr. Bernard Newman, director of the 


Forest Hospital Adolescent Program, 
said the most common problem among 
ndolciconts is that they can't get along 
with their parents. 


"Not getting along with one's parents," 


Dr. Newman explained, "moans that the 
child feels that Ills parents don't like him 
or arc angry with him and he doesn't 
know why they arc. Ho feels then that 
there must be something wrong with him 
and that ho must bo a bad person — so 
ho neb out in some way. 


"ACTUALLY." Dr. Newman said, "the 


parents many times are angry and/or 
don't like Ihclr teenager. Often they're 
angry with their child because of their 
own unresolved adolescent conflicts ci- 
ther with their own parents or from any 
other adolescent anger or hostility they 
themselves did not deal with during their 
teen years. 


"Then too, many parents are angry 


with their teen aged children because 
they're emerging as separate and inde- 
pendent humans on whom the parents 
have less and less control and who they 
see as abandoning them and leaving 
home." 


How do these adolescents behave as a 


result of their "unwanted" feelings? 


"They act out in school or on the com- 


munity," Dr. Newman said. "They're 
delinquent in school, they get poor 
grades, they change their group of 
friends. They may even start taking 
drugs. 


"As their difficulties progress they 


bring their problems into the home. They 
become difficult to manage, become 
sloppy, rebellious and uncooperative. 
They are difficult to talk with and argue 
with both their parents and siblings. 


"IF THEY'RE taking drugs and their 


parents begin to suspect it the child be- 
comes more open in his drug use. He's 
really asking for help and is demonstra- 
ting his difficulties through his open use 
of drugs — he thinks his parents are ig- 
noring him. 


"If his parents don't do anything by 


this time his acting out becomes more 
severe. He commits anti-social acts like 
stealing, running away from home and 
selling drugs. This results in police inter- 
vention and the family becomes embar- 
rassed and uncomfortable. 


"The child all along has been asking 


his parents to love him — to be close to 
him. He wants a close relationship with 
his parents. But he thinks it takes bad 
behavior to get them to sit up and take 
notice of him." 


According to Dr. Newman, a parent 


can help avoid these adolescent prob- 
lems. "Parents should feel free to talk 
about any issue with their children. They 
should have an honest relationship and 
talk about anything either the child or 
parents feel about things or one another. 


"Parents shouldn't just spend time 


with their children," Dr. Newman added, 
"they should have an exchange of ideas 
and feelings too."

Dr. Baldcv Vlg said caffeine causes 


"somatic crossover" among chromo- 
somes in soybeans, which could result in 
harm ranging from subtle changes to 
cancer if it has similar effects on man. 


Dr. Vlg described somatic crossover as 


the release of recessive "bad" genes 
which normally are restrained by domi- 
nant "good" genes In chromosome pair- 
ings. When soybean plants are exposed 
as seeds to caffeine, he said, the pain 
tend to regroup. 


"One cell may get both good genes and 


another both bad," Vig said. "In man, 
there are at least SO pairs of genes with 
recessive bad genes as one of the pair. 
These bad genes, If not dominated, can 
cause harm from cancer to subtle 
changes." 


Dr. Vlg, who admitted, "I still drink 


coffee," said the seed's exposure to caf- 
feine was similar to a person drinking 
six to eight cups of coffee a day.

i)r. Cheng: a 'bridge9 for acupuncture 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
When he 


came to the United States in 1950 from 
St. John's University School of Medicine 
in Shanghai, he thought he would be re- 
turning to China in a few years as a doc- 
tor. But 22 years passed before he finally 
revisited the People's Republic of China. 


In May — following President Nixon's 


February summit meeting in Peking — 
Dr. Tsung 0. Cheng, 47, a professor of 
medicine at the George Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, went home to 
see his father, mother, family, friends, 
former medical school classmates and 
professors. 


Since his return to the United States, 


he has been lecturing on the unusual 
properties of acupuncture anesthesia, 
dramatic successes in relmplanting sev- 
ered limbs and fingers, successful treat- 
ment of seemingly hopeless burn vic- 
tims, a breakthrough in treatment of 
deaf-mutes, resuscitation of the "clini- 
cally dead" after extended periods. 


MOST RECENTLY, Dr. Cheng has 


served as a guide for a visiting delega- 
tion of doctors from mainland China who 
were exploring medicine in the United 
States, Canada and France. 


"I THINK I am in a unique position — 


to serve as a bridge. This, I honf, is my 
task. I hope I can do as well as the Chi- 
nese and the United States expect me 
to," Dr. Cheng said in a recent inter- 
view. 


Dr. Cheng explained a basic problem 


o f c o n t e m p o r a r y medicine in the 
People's Republic of China: how to bring 
medical assistance to 700 million people 
with only 6,000 Western-trained doctors 
available. 


Dr. Cheng believes that Communist 


Party leader Mao Tse-tung was respon- 
sible for one crucial innovation. This was 
the decision to revitalize traditional Chi- 
nese medicine with its reliance on acu- 
puncture and herbal medicines, and to 
integrate it into Wetern medical proce- 
dures. 


Acupuncture anesthesia has received 


enormous attention in the West. Even 
Gov. George C. Wallace of Alabama is 
reported to have conferred with Prof. 
Lok Yee-kung, the president of the Hong 
Kong College of Acupuncture, in the hope 
of finding some relief from the paralysis 
of his legs. 


Dr. Cheng acknowledges that no one 


really knows why the Insertion of fine 
needles into certain parts of a patient's 
body numbs pain. But then, he adds, no 
one really knows how aspirin works. 


ON THE OTHER hand, he said, acu- 


puncture is not as effective as some 
Western accounts have portrayed it. 
Heavily muscled patients often do not re- 
lax sufficiently. And in abdominal oper- 
ations, conducted 'under acupuncture 
andsthesia, the patient often experiences 
unpleasant sensations. 


Dr. Cheng stresses other medical ad- 


vances in China, including: 


Relmplantatlon of severed limbs — us- 


ing micro-surgery and other techniques. 
Chinese surgeons have been able to reim- 
plant severed fingers. The success rate 
of such operations has been about 50 per 
cent, according to Dr. Cheng. Chinese 
surgeons have achieved a success rate of 
80 to 98 per cent in reattaching severed 
arms and legs. Operations are frequently 
lengthy —17 hours is not unknown. 


BURNS — In 1971, Chinese doctors 


saved the life of a victim who had suf- 
fered mostly third degree burns over 95 
per cent of his body. In the West, Dr. 
Cheng said, this would have been consid- 
ered a hopeless case. Skin transplants 
are a major problem in treating burn 
victims. Chinese doctors found that they 
could make a skin transplant from anoth- 
er person "take" on a burn victim if a 
small section of skin from the victim was 
implanted in the middle of the donor tis- 
sue. Chinese doctors also reformulated 
Western rules for overcoming dehy- 


dration, and for timing the removal of 
the burn crust. 


Therapy for deaf-mutes — An apparent 


breakthrough has been made using an 
acupuncture technique. The prcedure in- 
volves inserting a needle deep in the 
back (/the neck. The procedure was dis- 
covered by a Chinese soldier, trained In 
elementary acupuncture methods, who 
disputed the stricture against inserting 
the needle more than four inches in the 
neck. Keeping a minute-by-mlnute, writ- 
ten account, the soldier pushed a needle 
into his own neck more than five inches 
and s u d d e n l y experienced unusual 
sounds and sights, Dr. Cheng reported. 
When this treatment was applied-to deaf- 
mutes, they experienced some relief of 
deafness. 


Resuscitation — Medical personnel in 


China have been successful in reviving at 
least one person who experienced a heart 
stoppage for 39 minutes. Usually a car- 
diac arrest lasting about seven minutes 
will entail irreparable brain damage. 
Lengthier periods of cardiac arrest may 
be survived, Dr. Cheng reported, if the 
problem is recognized promptly by medi- 
cal personnel, if first aid methods are 
instituted promptly, and if the body is 
cooled below normal temperatures. 


AS FOR THE Chinese doctors who vis- 


ited the United States, Dr. Cheng report- 
ed they were greatly interested n Ameri- 
can research in cancer and heart dis- 
ease, as well as Western methods of 
treating chronic bronchitis. He believes 
that in the future the Chinese will want 
to send highly specialized delegations to 
the United States to explore specific 
fields of medicine. 


He also believes President Nixon's vis- 


it to Peking will play a critical role in 
encouraging 
U.S.-Chinese 
exchanges. 


The U.S. ambassador in Paris, Arthur K. 
Watson, has been conducting discussions 
with his Chinese counterpart on further 
exchanges of scientists, doctors and 
scholars.

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S. L Hayakawa: college riots left 'no benefits9

SAN FRANCISCO - With the official 


retirement next month of Samuel Ichlye 
Hnynknwa, Ph.D., D. Lltt., LL.D,, a 
phase of American education passes. 


Not even five years ago. S. I. Haya- 


knwn was deep In the bowers of aca- 
deme, a renowned scmnntlclst of limited 
fame. Then, with a plaid tarn o'shantcr 
on his round head, he mounted a sound 
truck which symbolized the core of stu- 
dent rebellion at San Francisco State 
University and stridently ripped out the 
wires. 


He himself became the symbol of back- 


lash to the disruption of the academic 
system by student and faculty dissenters, 
and eventually the restoration of author- 
ity. 


It wasn't easy. 


Twice the police of Mill Valley, the syl- 


van community where he lives, rousted 
him out of his home because of personal 
threats. Doc Hayakawa had to pay the 
motel bills himself for those nights. 


Till: CALIFORNIA Highway Patrol 


and the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment escorted him to the campus on the

southwest edge of the city, within view of 
the ocean, where he was elevated to the 
post of university president In Novem- 
ber, I960. 


But Hayakawa's firmness — some said 


rcprcssivcncss — prevailed. The student- 
faculty strike which rent the campus in 
tlio winter of 1%7-CO, when many of 
America's colleges were enflamed, sput- 
tered to oblivion. 


So now, fewer than five years later, he 


sits In his office from which he controls 
£.',000 students, backdroppcd by a wall 
which reflects his passionate Interest In 
Oriental and African art. 


He Is a small, kinetic man who can't 


sit still for long, but he takes time for 
unabashed reflection. 


"The student uproar here," ho re- 


views, "was extremely racist and ex- 
tremely arrogant. Black students would 
protest the teaching of a course in Afri- 
can history by a white professor who was 
tlio only one competent to do so here. If 
while students had tried to prevent a 
black professor teaching an English 
course because ho couldn't understand 
the soul of a beautiful white poet like 
Chaucer, we'd have thrown them out for 
racism right away. But because they're 
black wo condone It. 


"SO I SAY THE whole thing was rac- 


ist. Also elitist and arrogant because 
they knew what was right and wrong." 


Why did It occur specifically at that 


time? 


"It was a product of affluence, a gen- 


eration brought up to believe supremely 
in Its own opinions. They were led by 
people without serious career or voca- 
tional commitments. They didn't come 
out of business administration or engi- 
neering. They came out of liberal arts 
and social science. 


"It was true at Harvard, Berkeley and 


Columbia. And here. Many of them, I 
think, were simply draft evaders.'1 


Was his firmness responsible for quell- 


ing the unrest? 


"I THINK SO, I saw no other solution. 


College teachers and professors, me In- 
cluded, arc all pretty nice guys. We try 
to understand our students. Even if they 
display irrationality, we try to reason 
with them. 


"I think an administrator's task Is dif- 


ferent. He has to maintain conditions un- 
der which education can be continued. I 
had to suspend my ordinary tcacherly 
functions of trying to understand unrea- 
sonable howling mobs. 


"I just had to call In the cops to re- 


store the kind of order under which the 
majority of students could go back to 
class." 


Some bitterness still lingers among 


faculty and students who have branded 
him a stooge of Gov. Ronald Reagan

be a

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(who applauded Hayakawa}. They de- 
plore his authoritarianism. 


"So much of my fan mall," retorts 


Hayakawa, "came from people who had 
never been to college themselves, some- 
times badly misspelled, ungrammatical, 
letters saying, 'I never got pnst fifth 
grade and can't understand kids trying 
to tear up the place.' " 


WERE THERE ANY benefits to the 


educational process from the student 
commotions? 


"No. No benefits whatsoever. There 


was disruption »f peoples' education, de- 
struction of academic standards, the in- 
troduction of a lot of contentless courses, 
so-called 'relevant.' For a couple of 
years, black studies, for example, were 
simply staging grounds for revolutionary 
propaganda." 


During the five years since he became 


president of the university has he been 
able to pursue his own scholarly Inter- 
ests? 


"Nothing. Of course, I reflected on 


these vents. So many faculty, particular- 
ly In the Ivy League colleges, have this 
liberal sympathy for the underdog. No 
one surveyed the Negro masses to find 
out If the Black Panthers really repre- 
sented what they wanted. They just took 
the Panthers' or the Black Students 
Union's word for it and white liberals 
supported them, like Kingman Brewster 
of Yale. 


"I MYSELF know something about Ne- 


gro masses, having worked for a Negro 
newspaper (the Chicago Defender) and 
having spent much of my adult life with- 


in the Negro community. I knew the 
Black Panthers didn't stand for any 
large constituency and therefore I could 
take a stand against them. I was called 
every kind of damn racist, of course." 


Did he come out of this whole experi- 


ence with a good feeling? 


"It's been good for me. Lot of self-In- 


sight, lot of confirmation of basic beliefs. 
I was 62 years old when I got into this. I 
wasn't a kid. I knew what the hell I 
wanted to do, what my values were. I 
am a teacher of semantics. I am a li- 
censed psychologist in the state of Cali- 
fornia. I believe in therapeutic commu- 
nication and still do. I also understand 
there are limits. In the heat of battle, If 
someone is coming at you with a bayonet 
charge, you don't commit psychotherapy 
on the guy. You defend yourself. 


"The error of most people In adminis- 


tration was trying to achieve therapeutic 
communication where it was totally in- 
appropriate. The history of the triumph 
of Nazlism In Europe is a perfect ex- 
ample of what happens and this was in 
the back of my mind. Especially when I 
watched Berkeley go to hell In 1964." 


HAYAKAWA'S WORK In semantics, 


manifested publicly with his best-selling 
book, "Language in Action" in 1941, 
stemmed from a study of the word tac- 
tics of Naziism. Now he has been asked 
to write a book on his adventures as a 
university president and intends to do so 
in retirement. 


Will he miss the excitement? 
"There hasn't been any for a few 


years," he says, and shrugs.

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Alcoholism parley stresses treatment 


Early treatment and prevention of al- 


coholism ami critics of federal cutbacks 
were among the points stressed by par- 
ticipants at the recent First International 
S>mposlum on Alcoholism and Alcohol 
Problems. 


The s>mposlum uas sponsored by the 


Kchabilitatlon Center of Lutheran Gener- 
al Hospital, Park Rldgc. 


Some two dozen leaders in llio alcohol- 


ism treatment and research field spent 
five days charting new cour«es In the 
field of alcoholism and alcohol problems. 


A policy statement from the partici- 


pants emphasized these points: 


• Expressed appreciation for what the 


federal government has done In the oast 
(in alcoholism programs but viewed ullh 
alarm the threat of decreases in these 
programs. 


• Called attention to the fact that na- 


tional commissions in the United States, 
Britain and Canada have all concluded 
that alcohol is the chief drug of abuse in 
these countries and represents a much 
greater threat than marijuana or hard 
drugs. All three commissions had origi- 
nally studied marijuana and drugs. 


• There should be a primary emphasis 


on the prevention of alcoholism prob- 
lems. 


• All newly constructed health facil- 


ities which Include psychiatric treatment 
should also provide alcoholism treat- 
ment. 


• All current programs should be con- 


stantly evaluated and monitored. 


• There Is a pressing need to provide 


support for long-range demonstration 


projects and for the training of career 
professionals In the field. 


Large foundations were chldcd for 


their lack of significant funding in the 
field of alcoholism, even though it is 
widely held to be one of the major health 
problems in the country. 


Concluding the symposium participants 


added these two statements: 


"We believe that the alcohol problems 


field needs to give more attention to clar- 
ification of concepts and to more effec- 
tive communication within the field and 
with the public. 


"We recommend that the programatic 


direction and priorities of the National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism be openly identified and widely dis-< 
seminatcd."

conic effective as soon as at least three 


'• members of the new Consumer Product 


Safety Commission, which will adminis- 
ter tltc law, take office. 


The commission is given sweeping 


powers. 


Any consumer product not already sub- 


ject to federal standards and supervision 
for safely will come under Its authority. 
It Is charged generally with enforcement 
of provisions of the act and will assume 
enforcement powers for some other laws, 
i n c l u d i n g the Flammable Fabrics 
Act, Hazardous Substances Act (which in- 
cludes toy safety provisions), Poison 
Prevention Packaging Act, and Refrig- 
eration Safety act. 


THE: COMMISSION. In cooperation 


with industry, consumer groups and pri- 
vate standard-setting orgnlzations, will 
set up standards for product safety, pub- 
lish these standards and require con- 
formancc to them. A knowing failure to 
comply with established standards can 
draw stiff penalties Including a $50,000 
fine for knowing and wilful non-com- 
pliance after notice and perhaps even 
one-year prison terms for officials of the 
offending concern. The commission also 
can assess fines of $2,000 per violation 
for any related scries of violations up to 
a maximum assessment of $500,000. 


If a product falls short of the safety 


standaids, the manufacturer, distributor 
and retailer can be required to take one 
of three steps: Bring the product into 
compliance with the applicable stan- 
dards; replace it with a product that

"Crime Ls part of the human condi- 


tion." HlKgliM says. "There always has 
been greed nnd there nhvnys will be 
Itrccd, and so long as there is urootl, 
there will be crime. I don't think any- 
Ixxly who Is contemplating a crime will 
lx> cither swayed or deterred by what he 
sees on any screen."

'Man Without a Country9 popular with video viewers 


HOLLYWOOD - ABC-TV's adaptation 


of "The Man Without a Country," the fa- 
mous story of a man who denounced his 
nation in haste and was sentenced to life- 
time exile from it, struck a chord with 
viewers, the 70-city ratings indicate. 


The 90-minute presentation, which star- 


red Cliff Robertson in the title role of the 
19th-century tale of historical fiction by 
Edward Everett Hale, finished eighth 
among all programs in the 70-market 
survey for the week ending April 29. No 
other television special ranked as high in 
the ratings for that week. 


Robertson portrayed an American offi- 


cer who, at a military hearing stemming 
from his misguided sympathies for a plot 
he felt was for the national good, dam- 
ned the United States. His sentence was 
that he was never to see or hear of 
America again, and he was exiled at sea 
until his death almost 60 years later. 
Robertson portrayed the officer from his 
youth to his finals days. 


THE TELECAST clearly took a sym- 


pathetic view toward the officer, suggest- 
ing that he was a hot-headed young man, 
and, in its full story, depicting his con- 
stant and growing love for America the 
longer he was away from it. The story- 
telling technique made clear its point 
that while a young man's outbursts may 
simply be just that — the outbursts of 
youth — they can sometimes lead to ex- 
tremely strong, unexpected retributions. 


Some other specials did well in tlve 


same 70-city ratings. For example, there 
was NBC-TV's "The Going Up of David 
Lev," in which a young boy set out on a 
journey in Israel to learn, for his griev- 
ing mother, some facts about the death 


of his father, an American killed in the 
Middle East's six-day war. This program 
tied for 15th place. 


Then there was Ingmar Bergman's 


CBS-TV teleplay, "The Lie," about an af- 
fluent, married, suburban couple — he's 
40, she's in her 30s — forced to face the 
false values in their life..George Segal, 
played the husband, Shu-ley Knight Hop- 
kins the wife and Robert Gulp her lover. . 
This drama tied for 17th to the ratings. 


And there was CBS-TV's offering of a 


British television adaptation of the clas- 
sic Cervantes novel "Don Quixote," star-

ring Rex Harrison as the self-proclaimed 
knight-errant who would tilt windmills, 
and embraced a wise sort of "insanity" 
in his idealistic jousts in the name of 
honor and hope. It came in tied for 19th. 


TWO SERIES that made their debuts 


as weekly entries at midseason also did 
well in the 70-clty survey: ABC-TV's 
"Kung Fu," an offbeat Western about a 
fugitive Chinese-American priest on the 
U.S. frontier, came in sixth; and CBS- 
TV's "Barnaby Jones," a private-eye en- 
try, ranked seventh. David Carradine 
stars in "Kung Fu," and Buddy Ebsen hi 


"Barnaby Jones." 


"Kung Fu" also came in seventh in the 


national ratings for the two weeks ending 
April 22. The top-ranked program In that 
same national survey was the two-hour 
pre-Easter episode of CBS-TV's "The 
Waltons," in which the mother of the 
seven youngsters in the depression-era, 
mountain-set series faces a serious ill- 
ness. Following "The Waltons" in these 
ratings were "All in the Family," "San- 
ford and Son," "Hawaii Five-0" and 
"Gunsmoke."

Mrs. Carl Erickson 


She relies on 'quickie' recipes 


by LOIS SEILER. 


While handiwork Is her favorite hobby, 


cooking comes In a close second for Ruth 
Erickson, Mount Prospect. 


She learned to knit as a young Camp- 


fire girl and her needles have been click- 
Ing ever since fashioning garments. Her 
Interest expanded to include crocheting 
and needlepoint, and more recently a 
partnership In the Darn Yarn Shop, 
Mount Prospect, with two other women. 
She always has two to four projects go- 
Ing, along with working in the shop a few 
days each week and managing a home 
and four children. 


While her fascination with knitting 


dates back to her childhood, she and her 
husband, Carl, began to cultivate an In- 
terest In gourmet food from the time 
they were ncwlyweds. Over the years, 
Ruth has collected between 50 to 60 cook- 
books and still tries new recipes regu- 
larly. 


"Our children have been robed on ex- 


perimental food," Ruth smilingly ex- 
plained, "as we Insist that they try new 
dishes. Even if It doesn't look, appealing 
to them, they must have what we call a 


'no thank you helping,' which is a spoon- 
ful or two — a token sample of each 
dish." 


• 
However, Ruth saves her .more com- 


plicated recipes for Sundays, and on 
working days prepares meals which can 
be put together in a hurry. Some of these 
arc family favorites and Ideal for busy 
homcmakors. 


Her children, Chuck, 16, Linda, 14, 


Jane, 11, and Patti, 8, love Pizza by the 
Yard, an easily-made sandwich with lots 
of Italian flavor. 


Ruth uses Italian bread as the base 


and spreads it with a mixture of ground 
beef and tomato paste seasoned with on- 
ion, orcgano and Parmesan cheese., The 
sandwich Is broiled, and Mozarella 
cheese is melted over the top. 


Another quickie she relies on is a Mex- 


ican Casserole, aba made with ground 
beef. Meat and onions are browned then 
simmered in an enchilada sauce. This 
mixture is alternated In a casserole with 
tortillas and topped with sour cream and 
Cheddar cheese. 


"The enchilada sauce has a bit of a 


bite to It, giving the casserole a spicy 


flavor," Ruth explained. 


With both these recipes/ Ruth suggests 


serving a tossed green salad or a spinach 
salad. The spinach salad is one of her 
favorites, and is especially great to use 
when other salad ingredients are not at 
their best. 


She rubs a garlic clove over salt in the 


bottom of a salad bowl first, adding oil, 
lemon juice, dry mustard and Tabasco 
sauce. Then the spinach is tossed In the 
dressing.

"We like It just this way, but you may 


add other ingredients such as crumbled 
bacon or thinly-sliced onion rings," Ruth 
commented. 


Along with the Mexican Casserole and 


Pizza by the Yard, this salad makes an 
appealing accompaniment for beef, a 
stew or any one-pot meal. 


In addition to her other activities, Ruth 


and Carl are active in Cameo Players.

An hour 
and half before roast should be done, 
open bag and add vegetables, then close 
again and continue to roast. 


Make gravy with pan drippings. Serve 


hot over succulent slices of turkey along 
with tender cooked garden vegetables. 
Makes 6 or more servings. 


Mostly For Men 


by Charles Flynn 


This being the season when fresh aspa- 


ragus is plentiful and lots of it is home 
grown, here Is a tasteful combination of 
chicken, asparagus and cheese sauce. 
With rolls and a salad, the meal is com- 
plete. 


The recipe has a French appellation, 


Poutct Belle Epoquc, but It's Swiss in 
origin and often referred to as Edwar- 
dian Chicken. Best method Is to purchase 
Individual serving pieces to your liking, 
although you can use a whole 3-pound 
broiler. In the latter case cut into 
sen-Ing pieces and save bony parts for 
another use. 


Start with 6 to 8 pieces to servo 4. 


Wash and pat dry, then shako In bag of 
salted flour to coat lightly. 


In 4 cup butter, saute the pieces until 


each Is golden brown, not darker. After 
browning put chicken pieces and butter 
in a largo skillet, season lightly again 
with salt and pour over 4 ounces of dry 
white wine. Cover and simmer for 25 to 
30 minutes. 


Remove chicken pieces with strainer 


and keep warm. To the wine-butter sauce 
In the skillet add 2 tablespoons flour 
blcndwl with 2 tablespoons melted but- 
ter. Add 8 to 10 fresh mushrooms which 
have been rinsed, wiped dry and cut In- 
half vertically. Let the sauce come to a 
boil then reduce heat and simmer for 5 


minutes. 


Add 4 tablespoons of grated Cheddar 


cheese and stir until you have a reason- 
ably thick sauce, about 1 cup in all. 


Meantime put Wi pounds whole fresh 


asparagus, with any woody stems re- 
moved, In a flat saucepan and add just 
enough boiling salted water to keep from 
burning. Cook 15 to 20 minutes until just 
tender. Water should virtually be cooked 
away. Drain well. 


Arrange chicken pieces in a fireproof 


dish, then top with the cooked asparagus. 
Pour over the cheese sauce with mush- 
rooms. 


Brown under the broiler for 3 to 5 min- 


utes or a little longer in a very hot oven. 


In choosing fresh asparagus for this or 


other dish, pick out fresh-looking, small 
and very green stalks with smooth tight 
tips. Until ready to cook, stand aspa- 
ragus upright In cold water 2 inches 
deep. 


Wash thoroughly then snap off any 


tough lower parts of stalks and remove 
the scales which often will retain sand 
from the field.

Controversy continues to surround the 


United States Department of Agrlcul- 
tude's (USDA) proposal to curtail the use 
of meat by-products — such as tongues, 
lips, snouts ^nd stomachs — in frank- 
furters and cooked sausages. 


Soaring meat costs are fueling some of 


the arguments. With stories of alleged 
human consumption of pet foods and 
horse meat to combat rising prices, the 
"esthetic" reasons cited by the USDA for 
its original proposal are being ridiculed 
by some. 


USDA has said its proposal was made 


in response to consumer groups' com- 
plaints that by-products and organ meats 
are "esthetlcally unacceptable" for use 
in foods. But manufacturers and others 
have objected that these items provide a 
cheap source of palatable protein for 
low-Income consumers. 


P. W. Tauber, Ph.D., of Union Carbide's 


Food Science Institute maintains that or- 
gan meats and tissues are some of the 
most nutritious material occurring in na- 
ture. He also said the limiting of dietary 
needs based on esthetics defied under- 
standing adding that esthetics of the hun- 
gry are different than those of the over- 
fed Individual. 


The American Meat Institute issued a 


statement saying the requirement that 
sausage makers stick to skeletal meats 
and permitted moisture would take more 
than $40 million worth of meat — 200 mil- 
lion pounds — off the market. 


"IT IS ECONOMIC nonsense In these 


days of meat shortages and high prices 
for the government to surrender to the 
emotional reactions of a focal minority," 
the A.M.I, statement said. 


William E. Renter, president of Serv- 


best Foods in Highland Park, wrote the 
USDA that fresh boneless beef is about 
18 per cent protein, while most meat by- 
products are 15 to 20 per cent protein — 
at less than half the cost. 


He also said the primary test for hu- 


man consumption should be nutrition at 
the lowest possible cost and suggested 
that the USDA start an educational pro- 
gram to teach the public that animal by- 
products and organs are highly nutri- 
tious. 


In response to the comment, the USDA 


has revised its proposal to establish 
three categories of frankfurters: those 
labeled with just the traditional generic 
name, such as "frankfurter" or "bo- 
logna" must be made from skeletal 
meats onlv; those with variety meats 
must be labeled "frankfurters with vari- 
ety meats" or "frnnkfurters with by- 
products"; and those with skeletal 
meat;;, by-products and a maximum of 
3,5 per cent nonmeat binders such as 
nonfat dry milk or soy protein to be dis- 
t l n c t i v e l y labeled, as for example 
"frankfurters with by-products, suy pro- 
tein added.".

Cancer of the breast

The key to cure is early detection

This la the story of three hypothetical 


women. 


All fortylsh or more. 
One day after her shower, Woman One 


Is vaguely aware that when she raises 
her arm, the contour of one of her 
breasts Is ... 
well . . . different. Just 


slightly. No lump. She dismisses It from 
her mind. 


Months go by. Yes, there Is a lump. 


Hani, small. Maybe It will dissolve. No 
uso bothering the doctor If nothing Is 
wrong. Surely It will go away. 


But It doesn't, and by the time she 


goes to her doctor, a subsequent mom- 


mogram confirms that the cancer Is no 
longer localized. There follows a radical 
mastectomy: removal of the breast, the 
muscles underneath the breast and the 
lymph nodes In the armpit. 


Her chances of cure (5-year survival) 


are about 50 per cent. They haven't 
changed much in the past 50 years. 


WOMAN TWO accidentally feels a tiny 


lump In her breast, and gets herself to 
the doctor as soon as possible. He exam- 
ines her carefully, completely, and sug- 
gests a biopsy — surgical removal of a 
fragment of the lump for microscopic ex- 
amination. 


It is benign. Between 65 and 80 per 


cent of breast biopsies are benign. No 
cancer. 


He removes the mass and urges Woman 


Two to get into the habit of regular 
breast self-examination (BSE). Each 
month, about week after her menstrual 
period. Plus a complete physician's ex- 
amination of her breasts — perhaps an- 
nually. With a mammogram if he deems 
it necessary. 


Women with a past history of breast 


lesions should be particularly con- 
scientious in practicing BSE. 


WOMAN THREE practices BSE faith- 


fully. One day she discovers a very tiny 
lump In one breast, and she, too, loses no

time in seeing her physician. He orders a 
mammogram, which confirms the fact 
that she has cancer in an early stage. No 
spread, no lymph involvement, a lump 
smaller than a pea. 


In the operating room, a biopsy con- 


firms the fact that the tumor is cancer- 
ous. Fortunately, it's still localized and 
therefore a great deal easier to treat. 


With mastectomy, her chances for 


complete cure are 80 to 90 per cent. 


Some cancer centers believe, although 


not all doctors agree, that there Is in- 
creasingly good evidence that when 
breast cancer is detected early enough, 
surgery can be less than radical and still 
effect a cure — surgery that would con- 
sist of excision of the lump and adjacent 
breast tissue only, with preservation of 
the surrounding tissue. 


THE KEY, THEN — the means of in- 


creasing the survival rate of breast can- 
cer victims — lies in early detection. Dr. 
Emerson Day, director of the Strang 
Cancer Prevention Center In New York 
City for 19 years, and now vice president 
and director of Medequip Corp., Park 
Ridge, calls it "the big IF." 


"Cancer can be cured IF it Is found 


early and treated promptly," he stated. 
"With almost all breast cancers, there is 
an orderly growth process. The cancer 
starts In a localized site and enlarges 
there BEFORE It spreads. If it is caught 
at the stage when it is localized, it is 
cured! There's no question about it.!" 


He enumerated three very effective 


means of early breast cancer detection. 


THE FIRST IS monthly self-exam- 


ination — monthly to insure earliest pos- 
sible discovery. About 95 per cent of 
patients discover their condition them- 
selves, but not as early as they could 
have. In 60 per cent of those patients, the 
cancer has already spread to the lymph 
nodes. 


The second Is a regular, complete ex- 


amination by the patient's personal phy- 
sician. ID New York's Health Insurance 
Plan study, 45 per cent of the breast can- 
cers diagnosed in a group of women hav- 
ing no breast cancer symptoms were 
found through clinical examination by a 
doctor. 


The third means of early detection is 


laboratory photography of the breast us- 
ing one of three techniques: thermogra- 
phy, mammography or Xeroradlography. 


THERMOGRAPHY IS a photographic 


technique that shows contrast in heat in 
various areas of the breast. But' since 
infection, abscesses and the like may 
generate extra heat, as does a cancerous 
lesion, a physician never makes a diag- 
nosis on the basis of a positive thermo- 
gram, but uses the technique to locate 
areas of the breast that need further ex- 
amination. 


Mammography has existed since the 


1950s when Dr. Robert Egan, a radio- 
logist, modified the existing x-ray tech- 
niques to give better soft tissue contrasts 
to more easily identify abnormal cell 
masses In the x-ray film. During the 
1960s, this technique was widely accepted 
and readily available. 


THEN ALONG CAME Xerox with a 


further improvement of the x-ray tech- 
n i q u e. Xeroradiography has only 
recently moved out of the research and 
development area to be perfected as an 
effective method of early breast cancer 
detection. 


In Xeroradiography, x-rays strike an 


electrically charged, selenium powdered 
plate rather than a film. Then a picture 
is taken of the plate — a positive picture 
in blue with incredibly accurate defini- 
tion of all densities of tissue, cartilage 
and bone structure. The plate, with pow- 
der renewed, may be used again and 
again. 


B o t h mammography and Xerora- 


diography are used mainly for women 
over 40; under 40 only if there is a fami- 
ly history of breast cancer, or past 
breast disease of any type. 


DR. RICHARD L. PHILLIPS, radi- 


ation therapist at Lutheran General Hos- 
pital, explained, "With any of the three 
techniques, one may discover abnorma- 
lities before they become palpable (can 
be detected by touch). These techniques 
are most helpful in screening women 
with breast symptoms, such as thick- 
ening, contour changes, discharge from 
the nipple, pain, or a questionable lump. 
There is only a fine difference between 
mammography, thermography and Xe- 
roradiography. 
The percentages are 


close. 


"But Xeroradiography gives the fewest 


member of 'false negatives'." 


At present, there are only 26 Xero- 


radiographs In operation in the grea'er 
Chicago area. Northwest Community 
Hospital has a unit; so does Resurrec- 
tion. Alexlan Center reports that Xero- 
radiograph equipment is currently on or- 
der; at Lutheran General Hospital, It has 
been studied and approved, and steps 
have been taken to procure it. 


IN 1973 SEVEN of every 100 women will 


develop cancer of the breast. It is esti- 
mated that there will be 74,000 new cases 
and 33,000 deaths. The breast is the fore- 
most site of cancer incidence and death 
In women. 


If all breast cancers were diagnosed 


before there were any symptoms, before 
they were discovered by a physician's 
examination, before the malignant breast 
neoplasm had formed a mass, they 
would be almost 100 per cent curable. 


Toward this end, the American Cancer 


Society has allocated two million dollars 
to help establish 20 breast cancer screen- 
ing centers in the nation. For each mi- 
lion put up by the society, the National 


"NO QUESTION about it, if breast 
cancer is caught when it's localized, 
it is cured!" said Dr. Emerson 
Day, 


one of the foremost cancer detection 
authorities in the United States. 


Cancer Institute is putting up two million 
dollars, a joint six million dollar pro- 
gram. Emphasis will be on mammogra- 
phy and thermography, palpation and 
medical history. 


"IT IS URGENT to get some kind of 


cancer detection clinic in the northwest 
suburbs," said Dr. Day. "Communities 
need clinics staffed by trained tech- 
nicians to give personalized, competent 
examinations with full reports to the phy- 
sician. 


"This does not minimize the impor- 


tance of intelligent and faithful breast 
self-examination," he continued "The 
chances of becoming aware of a lump 
when it is still less than two centimeters 
in diameter — that's four-fifths of an 
inch — are darn good." 


Every woman wants to increase the 


cure rate of cancer. With cancer of the 
breast, you yourself are the most effec- 
tive means of accomplishing that end. 
Monthly self-examinations, regular visits 
to your physician, and the use of ther- 
mography, mammography or Xerora- 
diography if he thinks it is necessary, 
are the tools at your disposal.

Gently press each 
nipple to see if any discharge occurs.

right breast, using the left hand for the 
examination.

mercial air lines, has allegedly bungled 
Its study of air fa a- overcharges in favor 
of the air lines. 


Consumers Union last year charged 


that the nation's airlines have been over- 
charging travelers by computing fores 
i n c o r r e c t l y , whereupon Uie CAB 
launched Its own Investigation. 


After studying n sampling of air tick- 


ets, the CAB announced that it had found 
an overcharge rate of only 11 per cent, In 
contrast to Consumers Union findings of 
a 70 per cent error rale. 


But now. Consumers Union and the 


Aviation Consumer Action Project, a 
group associated with Ralph Nader, have 
reviewed the CAB study and found that It 
win 70 per cent incorrect, in favor of the 
air lines. 


The tuo groups said their independent 


experts analyzed 10 fares from those the 
CAB had certified as being correct. Sev- 
en contained errors amounting to $6 to 
$3.1 In overcharges. 


Expressing Incredulity -at the error 


rate of the CAB audit, Reuben Rob* 
ertson. an aviation project attorney, con- 
cluded that the CAB "cither was In- 
tentionally trying to deceive the public as 
to the frequency of airline overcharges, 
or It Is simply Incompetent to determine 
the proper fares from its own tariffs." 


The CAB Initially had refused to per- 


mit inspection of Its audit, but finally 
produced It after a complaint was filed 
i.nder the Freedom of Information Act, 
Consumers Union Mid. 


MEANWHILE. In response to a recent 


article In The Herald on air fare over- 
charges ("A wlie traveler will shop and 
compare" — March 2fl), n Mount Pros- 
pect travel agency has called on Sen. 
Charles Percy ami Rop. Phil Crane to 
"convince the CAB that the present 
method of determining fares and the fare 
structure Itself must be changed." 


The accncy. Paradise Tours. Inc.. lias 


urged that air fares and rules be less 
comnllcntcd and that fare changes be es- 
tablished at least six months prior to ef- 
fective dates. 


The Food and Drug Administration has 


finally proposed regulations for bicycle 
dr.ilcn. Including a bnn of the popular 
"high-rise" handlebar bikes. 


An Important study on the safety of 


bicycle design, particularly high rise 
handlebars, "banana" seats, and other 
features now to be regulated by the 
FDA. was corxlucted last year by n Pros- 
pect Heights pediatrician. Dr. Harvey 
Kravlt/. The»c findinpi and others were 
reported by The Herald In an article on 
blcvclc* last Dec. 7. 


TIIK "lliniMtlSEItS" have been con- 


sltlered unsafe bv safety experts ever 
since they were first marketed. The Na- 
tional Commission on Product Safety, 
which was created In 1!)G8, received testi- 
mony 'o thai effect in Its first hearing In 
New York City. 


Even before that, a pediatrician had 


reported to the commission an "epidemic 
of Inlurics to the skull and face among 
chlltl'cn using bicycles with small front 
wheels long narrow scats, and high, 
wide handle bars." 


A National Safety Courcil S'udy re- 


leased late In 1970 found that high-rise 
blcvclcs. while accounting for 43 per cent 
of total bike riders, had been the cause 
of "7.1 ocr cent of bicycle injuries. 


The commission said the high-rise bi- 


cycles had been introduced on the mar- 
ket with only "perfunctory prcmnrkct 
design evaluation and testing for safety," 
and that tho manufacturers' prcmarkct 
tcslt had "paid ll'tle attention to human 
engineering, possible misuse, or crash 
studies." 


IF YOU'KE TRYING to lose weight, 


don't fall for the pitch that you'll have a 
svelte and .'c\v body if only you buy an 
exercise machine. 


In a recent press conference, the presi- 


dent of the New York Better Business 
Bureau called the machines "completely 
Ineffective" and the advertisements "do- 
ccntlvc." 


The Indictment was aimed against 


vibrating belts, vibrating tables, rollers, 
and many other devices of "passive ex- 
ercise," which means the machine In- 
itiates the movement, not the person. 


Even active exercise. In which a per- 


son's own muscles and body initiates 
movement, is of limited value In actual 
weight or girth reduction, according to 
Dr. Morton Glenn, a specialist in the 
field of obesity control. To consume just 
00 calorics — about the number found In 
one slice of bread — a person must ex- 
ercise the equivalent of climbing 20 
flights of stairs, he said. 


There arc really only two ways to lose 


weight and girth — consuming fewer ca- 
lorics than you need, or expending more 
calories than you take In. And the first 
way is much easier, according to Dr. 
Glenn. While most medical experts agree 
that exercise Is valuable for muscle-ton- 
ing, only a significant cutback In calories 
will shed pounds. 


The BBB tested various of the "slende- 


rizing" devices on different kinds of 
people — "fatties, people who wanted to 
I m p r o v e muscle tone, redistribute 
pounds..." and concluded that "they do 
not work." 
s 


WEIGHT WATCHERS should also be- 


ware of other "easy out*'.' In the struggle 
against pounds. Many of the diet aids, In 
the form of appetite-depressing candies 
and drugs, arc ineffective and unsafe. 


According to Consumers Union, which 
analyzed one bcforc-mcat candy, the 
product had insufficient sugar in it to af- 
fect the body's blood sugar level. More- 
over, CU's medical experts said there is 
no evidence that a rise in blood sugar 
depresses appetite. 


The Food and Drug Administration last 


month removed from the market two 
kinds of appetite depressing drugs: In- 
Jectablc amphetamines and combination 
products containing amphetamines and1 
sedatives, tranquillzcrs, or vitamins. 


FDA studies concluded the Injectable 


amphetamines arc unsafe and the com- 
bination products no more effective In 
weight reduction than amphetamines 
alone.

They 
will abandon their runs If you place rose 
canes, raspberry branches or other thor- 
ny twigs In the way. This Is a good tip to 
remember if you should be plagued with 
moles in your lawn. 


SilUIItllKUS In bird feeders: Make a 


M|tilrrcl guard — a slippery, smooth met- 
al encircling the trunk In the form of a 
downward cone. Make certain the guard 
Is wide enough to prohibit squirrels from 
jumping over It. 


( had a terrible time keeping squirrels 


out of my bird feeder until I tried the 
squirrel guard trick — Infallible. For 
keeping squirrels from chomping on my 
funkia, I doused them with pepper,

Early In the morning 
tap these in a bucket of water and drown 
them. 


DON'T SMOKE cigarettes in the to- 


mato patch If you don't want to spread 
mosaic disease to the plants. (Nicotine 
on hands Is a carrier.) 


Hand pick and remove first-generation 


bugs from your plants. If the cabbage 
moth lays eggs on your cabbage, cau- 
liflower or broccoli leaves, work fast to 
wipe off the eggs with a wet tissue and 
sprinkle the leaves with flour to dry 
them up. You will have 100 to 200 fewer 
moths with each cluster you destroy. Af- 
ter cabbage family plants have headed, a 
good worm repellent is sour milk.

Gird 
the tree with a ring of gooey Tree Tan-' 
glcfoot, a sticky substance that squirts 
out of a tube like Vasollne. Or you can 
make your own with molasses and pine 
tar, roofing tar or mastic. If the tree Is 
very young, get a step ladder and pick 
off Infected leaves. (That's what I did;, 
and spray with organic Thuricldo. 


SLUGS AND SNAILS: Try the beer bit. 


Jar tops filled with stale suds will attract 
slugs who drown in their own sorrows. 
Surround Individual plants with sand, 
cinders, or ashes. Their slimy bodies are 
sensitive to sharp and dry materials. 
Cover plants at night with tin cans until 
the plants arc bigger and their stems arc 
not so juicy. If you think that letting 
snails and slugs gorge until their stom- 
achs ache — and that will make them 
change restaurants, think again.

Student increase 
to cost schools 
added $250,000

An expected Increase In the number of 


students in School Dlst. DC Is estimated to 
cost an additional $230,000 In the 1973-74 
fiscal year, according to school officials. 
Therefore, they arc considering a 12.0 
per cent Increase In the new budget 
being prepared for that year. 


Expenditures for the coming year are 


In the tentative budget at $2,258,989 as 
compared to last year's estimated total 
.cash outlay of $2 million. 


"A student Increase means an Increase 


in the staff along with Increases in ev- 
erything else," Hitzemnn said. 


INCH RASED monies arc budgeted In 


the educational fund to cover the sala- 
ries of new teachers as well as the added 
supplies that will be needed for the new 
students. This fund Is up more than any 
other In the budget, from $813,583 to 
$992,610. 


Funds for operations, building and 


maintenance, bond and Interest, trans- 
portation and municipal retirement will 
also be Increased. 


The amount allotted for construction Is 


the only figure In the proposed 1973-74 
budget that Is down from last year. Twin 
Groves School in Buffalo Grove is near- 
Ing completion and no new buildings in 
the district arc planned In the next year. 


According to the tentative budget, Dlst. 


96 wilt finish the fiscal year next June 30 
with a cash .balance of $151,167 without 
issuing tax anticipation warrants. If 
school officials arc able to stick to the

too rapidly and give us too many stu- 
dents," he said. "If we're suddenly hit 
with an influx of students, it could really 
throw our budget out of kilter." 


SEVERAL developers plan to start 


construction on projects in Dist. 96 this 
summer, but It is unlikely that any of 
them will be occupied next year**. 


If there is a large student 'Increase 


next year, Hitzeman said space will not 
be a problem, but it will be difficult for 
the district to expand the staff and pro- 
vide the additional supplies. 


School officials plan to close Kildecr 


School in Long Grove when the Twin 
Groves School is opened, probably early 
next year. The expected student enroll- 
ment will not be high enough to require 
operating all three schools in the district, 
Hitzeman has said. 


Because supplies will be transferred 


from Klldeer to the new school, Hltze- 
man said the tentative budget is lower 
than It would have been if it had been 
necessary to equip the Twin Groves 
School with new materials.

Technique also used for addition to Wheeling house 
The Ryan isn't all that's jacked up

The Tony Altieri family had a house- 


lifting party yesterday. Friends and rela- 
tives stood at the windows of the one- 
story house as it was lifted a total of 56 
inches off the ground by hydraulic jacks. 


The jacking process is the first step in 


adding more living space to the home at 
36 Laurel Tr. in Wheeling. A new story is 
being added to the house from the bot- 
tom up. When finished, the Altieri's will 
nearly double the size of their home, 
which will be converted from a one-story 
building to a raised ranch-style home. 


Altieri said he got the idea for the proj- 


ect from homes in the Dunhurst area of 
Wheeling. "There were several homes in 
the Dunhurst area that had this dome and 


it seemed like a real simple way of doing 
it for the amount of space you get," he 
said. 


The entire process takes only a few 


weeks, and Altieri said it has caused 
little inconvenience to his family. It 
takes two days to prepare for the jack- 
ing, and only one day to raise the house 
and set the new walls and supports in 
place. 


ALTIERI HAD TO trim the shrubs 


around the house to give the construction 
crew working room. He also had to 
strip the brick facing off the house. 
Plumbing and other underground utilities 
were disconnected for only a short time.

Village begins review of new budget; 31 pet. increase 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


begun the long task of reviewing Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson's proposed budget 
for the 1973-74 fiscal year; 


The budget proposes the village spend 


$3,397,608, 31 per cent more than last 
year's budget of $2,037,123. 


Although anticipated tax revenue for 


the year is only $2,909,121, Larson said 
the budget will be balanced with funds 
left over from this year. As of May 1, 
$377,456 remained in the cash balance of 
this year's budget. 


ALTHOUGH OVER-ALL property tax 


rates for Cook County Buffalo Grove 
residents have gone down since last 


year, the village portion of the property 
tax has Increased 4.2 per cent. Residents 
last year paid 57 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation to the village as compared to 
the 59.4 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
they will be paying this year. 


A resident with a home assessed at 


$10,000 will pay $59.40 to the village this 
year as compared to $57 last year. The 
property tax rates for Lake County Buf- 
falo Grove residents have not yet been 
released. 


A substantial portion of the proposed 


increases In the budget are for hiring ad- 
ditional village employes. Other Increas- 
es are in the areas of storm sewer im- 


provements, street lighting, street re- 
pairs, village hall improvements, and 
construction of a public works garage. 


Money has been budgeted for two addi- 


tional patrolmen and the promotion of 
two others to sergeant on the police 
force. A patrolman will be assigned full- 
time to Buffalo Grove High School when 
it opens this fall. 
.AN ANIMAL CONTROL warden, sev- 
eral crossing guards and possibly a radio 
operator will also be added to the police 
department. 


Larson said because of-the growth of 


the village additional employes will be 
needed in the area of community devel- 


opment. In his budget, Larson has asked 
for two more building inspectors, one en- 
gineering Inspector, one 
engineering 


technician and one draftsman. Larson 
said the added personnel will be needed 
because about 950 new living units will 
be completed in the village by next year. 


In addition Larson has also asked for 


an additional general office employe and 
a foreman in the street and bridge de- 
partment. 


Trustees will review the 1973-74 budget 


further at several workshop sessions in 
the next three weeks. There will be a 
public hearing on the budget before it is 
passed by the village board. 


home. Scherf Housemovers, Inc. of Bar- 
rington handled the jacking of the build- 
ing. Ken Scherf, owner of the company, 
said raising a home for this type of job 
costs between $850 and $1,000. 


Once the house is raised, another firm 


takes over. Leland Voigt of Lee's Con- 
struction Co. said it will probably take 
between two and three weeks to com- 
plete construction of the new story. He 
said his part of the job costs between 
$6,000 and $12,000 depending on how 
much finishing is requested. 


Volgt's first job is to fit the pre- 


fabricated walls and supports under the 
house. He said the walls are designed to 
the owner's specifications. 


"When I start there is nothing down 


there but a crawl space," Voigt said. 
"When the house is raised, you just set 
these prefabricated walls in and let the 
house back down on the walls." 


VOIGT SAID he has been building new 


stories with the bottom up method for six 
years. He said each home has to be han- 
dled as a separate case because of the 
building design and the wishes of the 
owners. 


According to Voigt, it is easier to add 


onto houses with crawlspaces beneath 
them. He said this provides a foundation 
and some room under- the house to 
work. "Without a crawlspa'ce it's a dif- 
ferent thing entirely," he said. "You 
need at least a 30-inch crawlspace to be 
practical, otherwise you have to raise the 
house too much." 


Both Voigt and Scherf agreed that this 


method of adding more room to existing 
houses is growing in popularity. "More 
and more people are doing this," Scherf 


said. "They don't have enough room in 
their houses, and you couldn't put an ad- 
dition on for what this costs." 


Voigt said, "For the amount of space 


you're getting it's cheaper because you 
really double your floor space." 


Another advantage is that by raising 


the house, the homeowner does not use 
up any additional space from his back- 
yard. 


ALTIERI SAID HE was planning on 


finishing most of the new addition him- 
self with some outside help. He said he 
has been working on floor plans for the 
past few months, deciding how to use the 
new space. He estimated the addition 
would be completely finished In a few 
months. 


He said, however, things would be 


back to normal at his house in a few 
days. "Now we have to use the back 
door," he said. "But I imagine it's only a 
matter of a few days before we'll have 
the stairs in."

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Building remodel 
halt called; may 
delay city 'move'

DCS Plaines Building Comr. Alfred 


Prlckctt yesterday ordered owners of the 
former Scars building to stop unnp- 
proved remodeling work. 


The stop order, after Mayor Herbert 


Bchrel's morning press conference, re- 
vealed a growing feud between city offi- 
cials and the owners that could delay a 
move Into temporary city offices in the 
building, at 1S22 Miner St. 


Prlckctt issued a remodeling building 


permit to the Mandas family, owners of 
the building, Nov. IS, 1072 after two 
years of city efforts to force demolition 
because of flro and safety hazards. 


Remodeling plans totaling more than 


$30,000 included removal of a garage on 
Pearson Street for parking space. 


BRICKLAYERS hired 
by 
Mandas 


recently began renovation, not demoli- 
tion, of the garage. The work included 
rcfaclng the garage's cast wall, bricking 
the former garage door and adding an 
additional doorway. 


Bohrel hinted that the Mandas' plan to 


rent the renovated garage as an addition- 
al store. 


"I expect the work to be done the way 


they said It would be done," Prickctt told 
the Herald. "I tried for months to get 
them to remove the entire building. The 
only way I issued a permit was after the 
council reviewed the plans." 


Approval of the permit came Nov. 13 


after members of the city council's build- 
ing control and inspection committee re- 
viewed the remodeling plans with Peter 
Mandas and his attorney. Plans called 
for division of the 6,000 sq.ft. lower level 
Into four stores, three on Miner and one 
on Pearson. New heating, electrical and 
plumbing systems and renovation of ten 
second-floor apartments is Included In 
drawings received by Prickett.

College hopes to speed up process

law can be changed to speed the annexa- 
tion decision. 


Oakton has been looking at tracts of 


land in one of the school districts, Glen- 
brook Dist. 225 in Northfield Township, 
as a possible site for a permanent 
campus. Oakton's present district has 
little available land for a campus and the 
college hopes Northfield will annex so 
the campus can be built there. 


OAKTON'S SITE committee said Tues- 


day a campus site must be chosen soon

Body in river identified; Forest patient 


Police have identified the body of a 


man found Tuesday In the Des Plaines 
River as David Strubbe, 20, of 3855 Low- 
ell Ave., Chicago. 


Police said Strubbe had been reported 


missing from Forest Hospital in Des 
Plaines May 2, a few days after he had 
voluntarily entered the hospital for treat- 
ment. 


A local resident, Lawrence Tennyson, 


815 Oakton St., alerted police after he 
discovered the former University of Illi- 
nois student's body while canoeing along 
the river. 


Strubbe's body was removed from the 


river by Des Plaines firefighters about 
one quarter mile north of Touhy Avenue, 
just east of River Road. 


He was pronounced dead on arrival at 


Holy Family Hospital where doctors esti- 
mated he had been In the water at least 
seven days. 


ACCORDING TO Des Plaines police 


Det. Al Freltag and Lt. Lee Alfano, 
Strubbe's identity was learned through a 
police check of persons reported missing 
from local hospitals. 


Freltag said Strubbe fit the description 


of a man reported missing from Forest 
Hospital earlier this month. 


"The clothing on the body also 


matched the description given when he 
was discovered missing," Alfano said. 


Strubbe was clothed in a T-shirt, blue 


jeans and workshoes when his body was 
found. 


The body was identified • by one of 


Strubbe's aunts yesterday at Cook Coun- 
ty Morgue. 


Freltag also said it was still too early 


to tell If foul play 
was involved in 


Strubbe's death. 


An autopsy has been scheduled for Fri- 


day to determine the cause of death. A 
coroner's Inquest will •Mow in about six 
weeks.

Oakton's tempora- 
ry campus is becoming more crowded as 
college enrollment grows and the school 
wants to move ahead on new programs 
planned for the permanent campus. 


The citizen's committee formed a sub- 


committee which will meet tonight to 
plan discussions with local legislators. 


The five North Shore districts must 


form a college of their own or annex to a 
college by state law by the end of the 
year. If they fail to do so they will be 
placed in a new or existing college dis- 
trict next January when the Illinois Ju- 
nior College Board draws a map of all 
junior colleges including all townships 
in the state. 


Annexation or formation of a new col- 


lege could be delayed, however, until the 
fall of next year if North Shore residents 
refute the state board's decision by hold- 
ing a back-door referendum. With this 
referendum residents can select another 
place on the junior college map. 


If the back-door referendum fails, the 


state board draws another map, placing 
North Shore residents In a new or exist- 
ing district. The state's decision is then 
final sometime in the fall of 1974. 


PAUL GILSON, chairman of the Oak- 


ton board site committee, told the citi- 
zen's committee, "I'm trying to find how 


we can reduce the lead time toward a 
decision." The subcommittee was formed 
"to brainstorm or develop all possible 
means by which we can shorten the deci- 
sion time, and possibly asking for guid- 
ance from legislators." 


Wallace Lieberman, member of the 


c i t i z e n ' s subcommittee representing 
Skokie, told the Herald, "We see a need- 
for earlier action to hasten the process 
that could be delayed until the fall of 
1974." 


Superintendents from the five North 


Shore districts have held two meetings 
this month to discuss formation or an- 
nexation to a junior college. Glenbrook 
and two other high school districts, 
Evanston Dist. 202 and New Trier Dist 
203, said they want to hold a referendum 
to form their own junior college. Glen- 
brook said that if the referendum fails, it 
will hold a second referendum to annex 
to Oakton. 


The three districts have held referen- 


dums to form a junior college twice in 
recent years; the referendum failed each 
time. 


If the North Shore forms its own junior 


college, Oakton will be forced to select a 
site in its present district. Whether 
Northfield becomes part of Oakton's dis- 
trict or not,' the college citizen's com- 
mittee said' it wants the decision made 
quickly so it can move ahead on site se- 
lection.

I'm basically a lousy nursemaid when 


It conies to caring for the ills of my sons. 
With a cat — I'm atrocious. 


Our Peter — that's the cat — was hit 


by a car three weeks ago. It seems like 
six months that I've been taking care of 
him. 


His back leg was shattered and hang- 


Ing from his body when he hobbled home 
early one morning. We raced him to the 
Des Plolncs Animal Hospital and Dr. 
Webster patched the 14 pieces of Peter's 
leg back together again. 


After a six day stint In the hospital — 


where personnel described Peter as 
sweet and adorable — we brought him 
home. 


PETER'S FUR was mangy and he 


looked horrible. His leg was rigged with 
rods and screws to hold the bone in place 
and keep him from moving it. His leg 
was shaved and he looked absolutely 
delicate. 


Before we could bring him home we 


had to buy a cage. We got a two-foot 
square Job, rigged up a littler box to sit 
under It and plopped poor Peter into his 
new, confining home. 


His first day was quiet. Ho slept most 


of the time, ate little and didn't cause 
any trouble. But ho hated his cage — so 
much so that he spent the first night 
banging and clanging around and ripped 
his rods from his leg. We raced back to 
the hospital the next morning. 


I don't panic easily but I panicked. A 


hurt animal is like a hurt infant — they 
can't tell you how much It hurts or do 
anything about It. The only one who re- 
mained calm in this crisis was Dr. Web- 
ster. 


While Peter was being patched up 


again, I spent the day redoing his cage 
so he couldn't pull his pins out. 


HE CAME HOME groggy and tired. 


No problems for the rest of the day. 


Within two days he was feeling better 


and that's when the problems really 
started. Peter simply didn't want to be 
In his cage. He was supposed to be kept 


confined for six weeks — so he couldn't 
Injure himself by lumping around or fall- 
ing. 


One morning I woke up and found Pe- 


ter at the foot of my bed. In the kitchen 
was his cage — wide open. He had some- 
how figured out how to open the cage, 
which snapped shut In three places. 


Back in the cage he went and I went 


off the work. When I came home — there 
was Peter sitting in the living room sun. 


This time his cage was in the dining 


room — overturned and wide open. 
Enough of this, I thought. Peter is sup- 
posed to be confined, safe In his cage and 
that's where he will be. 


BEFORE WE WENT to bed we put 


three plastic padlocks on his cage and 
listened as Peter howled for freedom. 
Next morning there he was again — sit- 
ting at the foot of my bed (and, it 
seemed, smiling proudly). 


There was the cage — overturned in 


the living room. Three chewed up plastic 
padlocks sat on the kitchen floor. 


I called Dr. Webster and pleaded de- 


feat. Ho agreed there was no way Peter 
would stay In his cage — bar soldering it 
shut — and he was probably safer out of 
it than Inside having fits. 


Since then we've gone through a short 


hunger strike when we tried to change 
Peter over to healthier foods, a traumat- 
ic time at the hospital when they took out 
his stitches, and the fun and games of 
trying to get a teaspoon of medicine 
down Peter's throat three times a day. 


I gave up on the health foods kick in 


one day (very non-professional for all 
nurses know you must follow doctor's or- 
ders). I almost passed out when they re- 
moved the stitches. The only thing that 
kept me awake was Peter trying to chew 
my hand off. Afore liquid medicine* got on 
my clothes, the floor and my helpers who 
held Peter down than ever got Into the 
cat's mouth. 


So 'there's old Peter bounding around 


on three legs and a bunch of rods. He's 
doing great. I'm totally frustrated. No 
nurso has had a more stubborn patient. 


Overcharges caused by 


6red tape/ hospital says 


Forest Hospital patient overcharges — 


which were investigated recently by the 
Internal Revenue Service — were caused 
by "a red-tape mlxup," a hospital 
spokesman sold yesterday. 


Forest was one of seven Chicago-area 


hospitals ordered by the IRS to return 
more than $691,850 in overcharges since 
last year. 


Refund of excess charges to Forest 


Hospital patients was caused by "a red 
tape mlxup," a hospital official said yes- 
terday. 


THE CRACKDOWN came after an IRS 


investigation of violations of federal 
price Increase guidelines. 


The Des Plaines hospital applied last 


year to the federal government for an 
Increase in room rates. "We applied in- 
correctly. We just used the wrong form," 
Mrs. Mono Montonaro, hospital adminis- 
trator, told the Herald. 


"People just do not read. We even 


have a consulting firm to handle this," 
she said. 


Hospital officials assumed approval of 


the application and applied the rate hike. 
"Wo thought we had complied," Mrs. 
Montoitaro said. 


FIVE HOSPITALS signed compliance 


agreements to return $203,561. Forest, 
and Michael Reese Hospital In Chicago, 
voluntarily returned a total of $445,011 
without signing an agreement. 


Mrs. Montonaro said she "does not 


know" the unapproved rate increase 
amount or the total returned to the 
patients. "I would guess we only re- 
turned a small amount because patients 
in general hospitals stay four to 10 days. 
Our patients may stay 30 to 90 days. 
Very little cash is received, so most of 
the errors probably were handled as ad- 
justed billings." 


Forest, a private psychiatric hospital, 


was the only area hospital named by 
IRS. Three other unnamed hospitals and 
three nursing homes also are under in- 
vestigation. 


Forest officials also released a prepared 


statement yesterday In reaction to the 
profit return. 


"Forest in the recent past made sme 


upward revisions in hospital charges 
These Increases were necessitated by in- 
creased cost of operation and additional 
services made available to patient and 
their families." 


Park9 redevelopment units 


meet to discuss Superblock 


DCS Platncs Park District and city re- 


development officials met for the first 
time In about two years to discuss the 
use of park district property as a super- 
block parking facility. 


Superblock plans call for city acquisi- 


tion of the property at 748 Pearson St., 
where the park district's office and ga- 
rage are located. James Paroubek, pres- 
ident of the redevelopment association 
met with park district commissioners 
Tuesday night to bring them up to date 
on redevelopment plans. 


The park district property and two ad- 


joining private sites could be used for a 
750-car parking lot recommended this 
week by the city plan commission for the 
$11 million superblock project. 


"It's up to the city council to approach 


the park district with a proposal," Park 
District Director Robert Kunkel told the 
Herald yesterday. "The city hasn't ap- 
proached us yet and we would like them 
to come to us." 


KUNKEL SAID an exchange agree- 


ment with the city Is necessary because 
the park district cannot sell land outright 
without a voter referendum. 


"Even then, there's no guarantee who 


would get the property because the sale 
would have to come through public auc- 
tion," he said. 


Park officials could exchange their 


present office-garage site for an alter- 
nate location, Kunkel said. 


Park 
commissioners and recently 


elected city treasurer Thomas Mahon, 
also told the Herald yesterday park offi- 
cials were considering a "hazy Idea" for 
a park office at Rand park. 


TWO YEARS AGO, redevelopment offi- 


cials urged the park district to move into 
offices In the proposed new city hall but 
park commissioners balked at the idea, 
saying it would cost the park district 
more than $250,000 and was too ex- 
pensive. 


Development backers then urged park 


officials to move their garage from the 
downtown area. 


Since then, no official overtures have 


been made to the park district about a 
trade agreement for Its building, Kunkel 
said. 


The proposal is expected to come be- 


fore the Des Plaines Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals May 22. 


Convention center planned in area1 


Plans for a $50 million convention and 


sports complex at Arlington Heights 
Road and the Tollway have been partial-1 
ly unveiled by a group of land devel- 
open. 


To be known as the Chicago-O'Hare In- 


ternational Trade Center, the complex 
has been proposed for 65 acres of unin- 
corporated land in Elk Grove Township 
that ultimately would be annexed to the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


The land Is owned by Carl Klehm, own- 


er of the Charles Klehm Nursery in Ar- 
lington Heights and reportedly a partner 
In the trade center project. The property 
Is located Immediately south of the Toll- 
way and east of Arlington Heights Road. 


Plans for the complex, presented to 


Arlington Heights officials in a secret 
meeting Monday night, include an exhibi- 
tion hall with 220,000 square feet of ex- 
hibit space, a 500-room hotel, office 
buildings and possibly a 20,000-seat in- 
door sports stadium. 


The convention site is being planned in 


coordination with the anticipated forma- 
tion of an O'Hare Convention Bureau 
whose aim would be to promote trade 
show and convention business in the vi- 
cinity of O'Hare Airport. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Village Pres. 


Jack Walsh said yesterday that there 
was no doubt that the site would be an- 
nexed to the Village of Arlington Heights. 


Daniel Friedlander, public relations di- 


rector for the Chicago-O'Hare Inter- 
national Trade Center, also said the proj- 
ect backers were planning to bring the 
land into Arlington Heights. 


Charles Zettek, president of Elk Grove 


Village, said yesterday that he was sur- 
prised to learn of plans for the trade cen- 
ter and that the developers had never 
talked to Elk Grove Village officials 
about possibly annexing to that munici- 
pality. 


"It had always been my understanding 


that Arlington Heights would remain 
north of the Tollway and we would stay 
on the south side," Zettek said, adding 
that he did not know of any written 
boundary agreement between the twp vil- 
lages. 


ELK 
GROVE VILLAGE Building 


Comr. Tom Rettenbacher said the mas- 
ter plan for that village shows its bound- 
ary extending north to the Tollway, with 
the proposed convention center site 
zoned for manufacturing. 


The property Is currently zoned In 


Cook County for single family devel- 
opment. The land is part of a much larg- 


er tract owned by Klehm at the Tollway 
interchange. 


Arlington Heights would stand to gain 


all the financial benefits from the con- 
vention center, while Elk Grove Village 
could be burdened with traffic and other 
problems, Zettek said. 


The convention center is expected to 


draw a million persons during its first 
year of operation and contribute over 
$100 million to the area's economy by its 
second year, Friedlander said. 


ZETTEK SAID he would not recom- 


mend that Elk Grove Village seek to 
block the complex in court, unless it ap- 
pears detrimental to his community. 


"It would seem a convention center 


and stadium would be good in serving 
the Northwest suburbs, but I would much 
rather see it in Elk Grove Village," he 
said. 


Backers of the giant complex would 


say little about their plans yesterday. A 
May 24 press conference has been sched- 
uled in Chicago to formally present the 
convention center proposal. 


Friedlander did say that plans for a 


20,000-seat indoor sports stadium are still 
incomplete. 


"Everything revolves around the con- 


vention center," he said. 


ANTHONY FINOCCHIO of Hillside is 


president of the Chicago-O'Hare Inter- 
national Trade Center. Other partners in 
the $30 to $50 million venture are report- 
ed to Klehmn and D. J. Rintz, president 
of an Elk Grove construction company. 
None of the three could be reached for 
comment yesterday. 


Before the development could be an- 


nexed to Arlington Heights, a petition for 
annexation and rezoning must be filed 
with the Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 
sion. So far, no such petition has been 
made. 


After the petition is filed, the plan 


commission is required to hold public 
hearings on the project.

Teachers, board finally talk 


Protesting teachers finally got their 


chance to speak at the East Maine Ele- 
mentary School Dlst. 63 Board meeting, 
but it doesn't look like it's going to do 
them any good. 


The board listened to teachers and par- 


ents Tuesday night, but board member 
Arlene Nidetz said little, if anything 
would change. 


Teachers are saying that the teacher 


cutbacks will increase the workload of 
each teacher and lower the educational 
level at the schools. The board is point- 
ing to teacher-pupil ratios and saying 
that the educational programs will not be 
impaired. 


"WE'VE HEARD IT quite a number of 


times before," Mrs. Nidetz said. She 
added that the board has been aware of 
teacher complaints. 


Teachers have not been allowed to 


speak at board meetings. At the May 1 
meeting, attended by more than 200 
teachers, teacher representatives were 
not allowed to read a statement of their 
complaints. 


Board members said their policy of not 


letting teachers speak at meetings will 
not change. 


"It 'probably won't happen again," 


Mrs. Nidetz said. She admitted she was 
"a little surprised" that the board presi- 
dent allowed the teachers to air their 
views. 


O'Nell said that if it hadn't been for 


the insistence of parents attending the 
meeting, the teachers would not have 
been allowed to speak. 


The district's teachers are asking for 


mre voice In determining working condi- 
tions. The salary question was settled 
last year when the teachers signed a 
two-year contract. 


ORIGINALLY, the teachers had 21 de- 


mands, These were pared down to 14, 
and then down to four major items. They 
want more voice in determining leaves of 
absence; vacancies, transfers and pro- 
motions; teacher and association rights; 
teaching assignments and class size. 


The biggest problem stems from the 


declining enrollment in the district. 
There are fewer students, less state aid, 
and, the board says, a related decrease 
in the need for teachers. Budget prob- 
lems, according to the district's superin-. 
tendent, Dr. G. Allen Gogo, mean more 
reductions. 


All together, 32 teaching positions will 


be cut. 


O'Neil's major complaint seems to be 


that the board did not consult or work 
with either teachers or parents before 
deciding to eliminate the 32 positions. He 
says that the educational efficiency will 
be .impaired, and that parents should 
have been given a choice in the matter. 


"We think the administration has 


painted an overly bleak financial pic- 
ture," said a statement handed out by 
the teachers before Tuesday's board 
meeting.

Homebuyers' protection bill defeated in House

A bill aimed at protecting homebuyers 


has been defeated by an Illinois House of 
Representatives committee. 


The bill's chief sponsor, Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, said she 
will relntroduce the bill in an Improved 
form next year. 


The Residential Housing Disclosure 


Act, or as Mrs. Chapman said, "The 
people's right to know bill," was de- 
feated 10-5 by the House Registration and 
Regulation Committee, Tuesday night. 


The bill would have required devel- 


opers of subdivisions with 10 or more 
homes, to provide buyers with relevant 


facts about their purchase. 


Testifying for the bill was Carol John- 


son of Schaumburg, who gave examples 
of problems residents could have avoided 
if they had certain information when 
"they bought their homes. 


ROBERT COOK, a representative of 


the Illinois Association of Real Estate 


Boards, spoke against the bill as did Jer- 
ry Campbell of the Home Builders Asso- 
ciation of Illinois. 


Mrs. Chapman said Campbell objected 


to the difficulty in providing such specif- 
ics as descriptions of the land conditions, 
adjacent zoning, and nearby schools. 


"We can refine and strengthen the bill, 


School board balks at $4sl80 hike for administrator 


A new High School Dist. 214 adminis- 


trative salary scale is going into effect, 
but the school board has balked at the 
possibility of giving one administrator a 
raise of $4,180 because of it. 


The board adopted the administrative 


salary plan In April after receiving a 
$16,000 consultant's report. The salary 
scale adopted by the board sets min- 
imum and maximum salaries for each 
administrative Job classification. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board 


Monday that 14 of the district's 100 ad- 
ministrators are now paid salaries below 
the mlnlmums established for their jobs. 
Gilbert recommended that the board 
bring the 14 up to the minimums effec- 
tive May 1. 


The raises, Gilbert said, would cost the 


district an extra $2,241 between now and 


July 1, the end of the fiscal year. In July 
the board may approve a raise of the 
salary scale for the 1973-74 school year, 
Gilbert added. 


Board member Jack Costello, who was 


absent when the board adopted the scale 
in April, objected to bringing the 14 up to 
the minimums In a single jump. "You're 
talking about very large raises for some 
people," Costello said. 


UNDER THE recommendation, 
the 


largest raise would have been given to 
Assistant Business Mgr. Jack Swanson, 
who is now paid $15,820. Under the new 
salary scale, the minimum for his job is 
$20,000, 


Costello pointed out that if Swanson 


was given the $4,180 per year raise in 
May and the scale is then raised in July, 
he would once again be entitled to a 
raise to keep him at the minimum pay. 


"I don't think you can get a better fel- 


low than Jack for that job," Costello 
said, "but that's a lot of money. I don't 
think the assistant business manager's 
job Is 
1 worth that much." 


OTHER BOARD members argued that 


the 14 administrators should be raised to 
the minimum salaries, although board 
member Jack Matthews said he could 
understand why the board might limit 
the total raise -anyone would receive in 
any one year as they were moved toward 
the minimum. 


"I wish we'd set a policy before this

She said the rats seem to surface dur- 


ing excavation work, and people often 
spot the rodents when they move into an 
area that is still under construction.

"I was late any number of times be- 


cause the Belgian Village was across 
from us and I would watch the man blow 
glass," said Mrs. Wagner. 


"And at Rlpley's Believe It or Not, 


they actually had a silk purse made out 
of a sow's ear," she said. 


One of the exhibits that impressed both 


Mrs. Wagner and Keefer was the sky 
ride, a giant, ski-lift type apparatus that 
transported fairgoers from the mainland 
to an island in about the general location 
of the 12th street beach. "It was called 
Amos N' Andy, I think," said Keefer. 


BESIDES THESE memories, there are 


also some personal remembrances that 
Mrs. Wagner will be looking forward to 
sharing with her friends at Eitel's.

Palatine Township will lose $1,010,071 


this year in assessed valuation as a re- 
sult of the 1072 Illinois Supremo Court 
decision outlawing the personal property 
tax for individuals. 


The decrease In assessed valuation 


wns caused by two factors, according to 
township assessor Bernard Pcder.cn. 
First, all Individual and one-man busi- 
nesses were taken off the personal prop, 
crty tax roles, automatically reducing 
the total value of property with just In- 
dustry and corporations remaining on 
the rolls. 


The second reason for the decline, one 


that sets Palatine Township apart from 
Its neighbors, Is that too little ne\v In- 
dustry has been added to the tax rolls to 
compensate for the individuals who no 
longer have to pay the tax. 


FOIl EXAMPLE. Pcdorsen said. Elk 


Grove Township has a largo Industrial 
area and Schaumburg Township has 


added Woodfield, both big boosts to the 
township's assessed valuation for person- 
al property. 


Despite the $1.8 million setback in as- 


sessed valuation, Palatine Township's to- 
tal assessed valuation has climbed more 
than $56,400,000 from 1971, up to the 1972 
total of $308,005,184. That growth is at- 
tributed to ongoing construction of 
single-family homes and apartment 
buildings in Palatine Township. 


The abolition of the individual personal 


property tax will have little effect on lo- 
cal governing bodies, Pedcrsen said, 
commenting that "many people didn't 
pay it anyway." 


Three years ago, Pedersen said, when 


the township sent out bills for the person- 
al property tax, just one-fourth of the 
bills were returned with payments. But 
that 25 per cent returned money equaling 
more than half of the total dollar amount 
billed to both individuals and corpo- 
rations.

will mean that a higher percentage of 
the taxes will be collected, since non-pay- 
ing Individuals will no longer be counted 
in the figures.

1970 Illinois Constitution. And the state 
legislature, as a part of the ban, must 
come up with an alternate source of rev- 
enue by then to replace the personal 
property tax. 


"If personal property assessments are 


completely eliminated now, then tax 
rates would go up," Pedersen said. But 
just eliminating individuals from the tax 
rolls will not have an immediate, ad- 
verse effect. School districts and other 
governments, seeing the approaching 
loss of revenue, began budgeting three 
years ago to even out the loss.

The council's 
six existing committees meet once a 
month, accounting for six meetings. 


The new committees would probably 


meet twice monthly, Meyer said, with 
matters concerning one aspect of the 
committee (for example, police matters) 
being taken up at one meeting and other 
matters (for example, fire department 
matters) taken up at a second monthly 
meeting. 


Subcommittees of the standing com- 


mittees may also be appointed to handle 
special problems, Meyer said. 


"I think this would be a way to get 


away from pet projects," Meyer said. He 
added the committees sometimes "run 
Into gaps. I think this will help eliminate 
the gaps." 


MEYER SAID he has not yet decided 


which aldermen to appoint to the com- 
mittees. "I want to place those with ex- 
pertise In certain areas on certain com- 
mittees. I would like to try to keep com- 
mittee chairmen from being appointed to 
a second committee because of the work- 
load they will have," he added.

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Village board 
weighs priorities 
for tax hike cash 


Priority uses for a 23 per cent tax rev- 


enue increase in Hoffman Estates are 
being determined this week as the vil- 
lage board studies a rough draft of the 
proposed 1973-74 budget. 


The revenue increase, part of $2.6 mil- 


lion in tax revenues, will be used to off- 
set higher costs to maintain services, 
with much of the money planned for sal- 
aries. 


The lax revenue hlko generally results 


from increases in taxable property and 
In Income and motor fuel tax receipts 
from the stale. The village property tax 
rale has risen less than one per cent this 
year, but is being applied to more valu- 
able properly as vacant land Is devel- 
oped. 


Income and motor fuel tax receipts In- 


crease as the population grows, since the 
slate computes Its disbursals on a per 
capita basis. 


Between 1970 and 1971, the population 


Jumped by more than 27 per cent, from 
22.238 to 28,313. Unofficial estimates In- 
dicate by this December nearly 5,000 
more people will live In the village, and 
(ho budget allocates funds for a special 
census next month to show the Increase. 
This will produce the higher Income and 
motor fuel tax receipts. 


In the 31.28 million general corporate 


fund, the largest of 11 village funds, rev- 
enues arc expected to jump by 13 per 
cent over last year's anticipated reve- 
nues. Expenditures In that fund, as pro- 
posed by village managerial employes, 
will Increase 39 per cent over those budg- 
eted for last year. Major Increases will 
bo In the streets and police departments 
and the village clerk's office. 


Eight new patrolmen are provided for 


the police department budget, and one 
current patrolman could be promoted to 
sergeant, with funds for additional salary 
available. An amount also Is provided for 
general salary increases, but officials 
would not disclose the percentage be- 
cause they are now negotiating salaries 
with the Fraternal Order of Police. 


EXPENDITURES FOR the streets de- 


partment will be higher than those budg- 
eted last year, with roughly a seven per 
cent general salary hike provided. The 
village also has begun negotiating with 
employes In this department, and the ac- 
tual Increase will be determined In bar- 
gaining sessions. 


The amount actually spent In the 


streets department last year was sig- 
nificantly lower than the budget pro- 
vided. Public Works Supt. John Hossack 
nolcl that while the budget provided for 
13 employes, the village operated with a 
year round average of nine or 10, which 
resulted In a savings In the salary alloca- 
tion. Hossack blamed high turnover for 
the manpower shortage. 


The low number of employes also re- 


duced other expenses, because the de- 
partment was unable to accomplish all 
the work that was planned. 


Increases for the clerk's office stem 


from the changeover this year to a full- 
time village clerk. Last year, only $750 
was provided for the part-time clerk's of- 
fice, while this year $34,320 is proposed, 
an increase of almost 4,500 per cent. 
About half that amount is for salaries for 
the clork, a deputy clerk and office work- 
er, and other allocations arc for employe 
b e n e f i t s , publishing legal advertise- 
ments, supplies, a carried over portion of 
the cost of April's election and other less- 
er items. Most of these costs also were 
incurred last year, but were charged to 
other departments. 


The garbage fund revenue Is expected 


to Increase by 35 per cent over that 
shown in last year's budget, as all of the 
cost Is assumed by the village. Formerly 
residents paid part of the cost directly. 


The budget for garbage expenditures 


went up by the same percentage, also as 
a result of the village assuming the ser- 
vice charge. 


Budgeted revenues for Civil Defense 


arc about the same as last year, with 
$23,050 listed for expenditures and $24,350 
for revenue. However, last year the vil- 
lage actually spent only $2,177 and re- 
ceived only $9,067. 


EXPENDITURES proposed this year 


for the motor fuel tax fund, which pro- 
vides for street repair, exceed antici- 
pated revenue. But the difference is 
more than made up with money left over 
from last year. The village was unablo to 
start its street repair program last year 
because of a delay in state approval. 


Expenditures are shown as $488,715, 


while revenue is shown as $331,000. The 
balance from last year is $274,826, which 
will leave a total of $117,111 to start next 
year. Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
noted the village will not receive much of 
the revenue indicated until after winter 
starts, and street repairs can no longer 
bo made. This is the reason for holding 
some of the revenue until after the start 
of the next fiscal year. 


Compared with the budget for last 


year, motor fuel tax revenue will in- 
crease about 10 per cent, because of pop- 
ulation growth and expenditures will in- 
crease 37 per cent, because of the work 
left over from last year. 


A total of $250,000 in federal revenue 


sharing funds is to be spent In 1973-74, 
with $105,116 received this year and 
$145,496 in a balance carried over from 
last year. 


Of the total, $43,200 is budgeted for po- 


lice salaries. Another $54,500 is for pur- 
chase of machinery. Street improvements 
will take $128,000 of the money, while the 
rest will be used for sidewalk replace- 
ment, establishment of a task force to 
enforce village ordinances, payment for a 
study of a municipal fire department and 
minor equipment purchases for the fi- 
nance department. 


The budget for the water and sewage 


fund, showing revenue of $926,200 a car- 
ried over balance from last year of 
$161,322 and cash outlays slightly more 
than $1 million, is almost precisely the 
same as last year's.

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million convention center planned in Arlington Hts. 


Plans for a $50 million convention and 


sports complex at 
Arlington Heights 


Road and the Tollway have been partial- 
ly unveiled by a group of land devel- 
opers. 


To be known as the Chlcago-O'Hare In- 


ternational Trade Center, the complex 
hns been proposed for 63 acres of unin- 
corporated land In Elk Grove Township 
that ultimately would be annexed to the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


Tlie land is owned by Carl Klchm, own- 


er of the Charles Klchm Nursery In Ar- 
lington Heights and reportedly a partner 
In the trade center project. The property 
Is located Immediately south of the Toll- 
way and cast of Arlington Heights Road. 


Plans for the complex, presented to 


Arlington Heights officials in a secret 
meeting Monday night, include an exhibi- 
tion hall with 220,000 square feet of ex- 


hibit space, a 500-room hotel, office 
buildings and possibly a 20,000-seat In- 
door sports stadium. 


The convention site Is being planned in 


coordination with the anticipated forma- 
tion of an O'Hare Convention Bureau 
whose aim would be to promote trade 
show and convention business In the vi- 
cinity of O'Hare Airport. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Village Pros. 


Jack Walsh said yesterday that there 
was no doubt that the site would be an- 
nexed to the Village of Arlington Heights. 


Daniel Frlcdlonder, public relations di- 


rector for the Chieago-O'Hnre 
Inter- 


national Trade Center, also said the proj- 
ect backers were planning to bring the 
land Into Arlington Heights. 


Charles Zcttck, president of Elk Grove 


Village, said yesterday that he was sur- 
prised to learn of plans for the trade cen- 


ter and that the developers had never 
talked to Elk Grove Village officials 
about possibly annexing to that munici- 
pality. 


"It had always been my understanding 


that Arlington Heights would remain 
north of the Tollway and we would stay 
on the south side," Zettek said, adding 
that he did not know of any written 
boundary agreement between the two vil- 
lages. 


ELK 
GROVE VILLAGE Building 


Comr. Tom Rcttenbacher said the mas- 
ter plan for that village shows Its bound- 
ary extending north to the Tollway, with 
the proposed convention center 
site 


zoned for manufacturing. 


The property is currently zoned in 


Cook County for single family devel- 
opment. The land Is part of a much larg- 
er tract owned by Klehm at the Tollway 


interchange. 


Arlington Heights would stand to gain 


all the financial benefits from the con- 
vention center, while Elk Grove Village 
could be burdened with traffic and other 
problems, Zettek said. 


The convention center Is expected to 


draw a million persons during its first 
year of operation and contribute over 
$100 million to the area's economy by its 
second year, Friedlander said. 


ZETTEK SAID he would not recom- 


mend that Elk Grove Village seek to 
block the complex in court, unless it ap- 
pears detrimental to his community. 


"It would seem a convention center 


and stadium would be good in serving 
the Northwest suburbs, but I would much 
rather see It in Elk Grove Village," he 
said. 


Backers of the giant complex would 


say little about their plans yesterday. A 
May 24 press conference has been sched- 
uled hi Chicago to formally present the 
convention center proposal.

Plaines Zoning Board of Appeals sub- 
sequently was canceled. 


A second convention center reportedly 


is still under consideration at Mannheim 
Road just south of Higgins adjacent to 
the Flying Carpet Motor Inn, according 
to Ralph Schwartzberg, president of the 
Flying Carpet chain.

The PHIA spear- 
headed the legal battle against the wheel 
tax, similar to charges for municipal ve- 
hicle stickers.

GILLIGAN was referring to nn Illinois 


Supreme Court decision which came 
Tuesday on nn Oak Park ordinance 
creating a special tax to finance a shop- 
ping center. Gilllgan said the case is 
similar because the justification for the 
wheel tax ordinance, like the Oak Park 


ordinance, is home rule power granted 
by the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


The high court turned down a request 


from Oak Park to rehear the issue of 
whether legislation was necessary for a 
home rule unit to create a special tax. 
The high court upheld its June 26 
opinion and the opinion of a lower court 
that until the legislature acted to set 
procedure, a special tax could not be lev- 
ied. 


The wheel tax ordinance was declared 


unconstitutional in Cook County Circuit 
Court last August because Judge Ray- 
mond Sarnow said the tax does not pro- 
vide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violates the home rule 
provision. The county has appealed the 
case to the Illinois Supreme Court and it 
is scheduled for a hearing June 15. 


GILLIGAN said the Oak Park decision 


is Important because the county did not 
have any enabling legislation for the 
wheel tax ordinance. The ordinance es- 
tablishes a tax of $10 to $15 for cars with 
rates up to $95 per year for trucks. 


Gilllgan said the chances for the pas- 


sage of enabling legislation are slim be- 
cause several hours after the court decl-

handling the case for the county, said 
yesterday he Is not sure if the county will 
continue the appeal. 


"It looks bad, but I don't know what 


we'll do," he said. 


But Frank Barth, an administrative as- 


sistant to Dunne, said the wheel tax "is 
probably still alive, if not well." He said 
that while the decision "may not be a 
boost, It doesn't necessarily knock it 
(wheel tax) out." 


He said he anl Dunne were dis- 


appointed that the enabling legislation 
for special taxes was defeated. 


"The legislation means Cook County 


cannot create special service taxing dis- 
tricts for improvements," he said. "It 
also may prevent unincorporated area 
residents from improving their neighbor- 
hoods with a special tax."

The village board unanimously ap- 


proved annexation of and plans for the 
Colony April 20. The Colony is a multi- 
use development with 704 apartment 
units, a 256-room hotel, an office-finance 
center, a retail center and a gas station. 


Lincoln Property Co. will develop the 31- 
acre site. 


The village board received the peti- 


tions but Mayor Robert D. Telchert said 
he would not accept any motion to re- 
consider the board's vote approving the 
project. "The only thing that could be 
done now would be a motion for dis- 
connection," he said. A disconnection 
proceeding, If successful, would remove 
the property from the village. 


DISCONNECTION, 
Teichert 
said, 


would probably not stop the project. He 
said it would then be built in the county 
or in Des Plaines.

Village to probe backing 
Prospect Heights move 


Mount Prospect officials arc taking 


steps to see If the village should give its 
consent to the incorporation of Prospect 
Heights. 


Village staff members will meet with 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHIA) today to question their 
plans for incorporation ot Prospect 
Heights ns a city. Representatives of the 
police, fire, building and engineering de- 
partments will attend the meeting. 


Mount Prospect's newly-formed plan- 


ning commission will also conduct public 
hearings on the issue starting in June. 
Mayor Robert Telchert said he recom- 
mended the hearings to get the opinions 
of Mount Prospect residents on the pro- 
posed city. 


The PHIA, which for two years has 


met with legal obstacles in trying to in- 
corporate Prospect Heights as a city, has 
asked Mount Prospect for its consent to 
the incorporation. While 
Arlington 


Heights and Wheeling have objected to 
the proposal from Its beginning, Mount 
Prospect has remained silent on the is- 
sue. 


THE PHIA HAS asked Mount Prospect 


for official consent as part of a recent 
move to get the three neighboring munic- 
ipalities to agree to the Incorporation. 
PHIA members have also met with Ar- 
lington Heights and Wheeling officials to 
discuss problems and negotiate differ- 
ences. 


Currently there arc bills ponding In the 


Illinois General Assembly that would 
change the state laws to allow Prospect 
Heights to Incorporate without the assent 
of neighboring villages. But State Rep. 
Robert Juckott, R-Pnrk Ridge, and State 
Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfleld, spon- 
sors of tho two bills, want to avoid the 
necessity of legislative action to allow 
tho incorporation. 


The PHIA has lost legal battles to in- 


corporate because of the approval re- 
quirements. The association has ap- 
pealed to the Illinois Supreme Court to 
hear the case, but the court refused. Cur- 


rently it Is petitioning again for a High 
Court hearing on the issue. 


Today's meeting will give Mount Pros- 


pect officials an idea of how the in- 
corporation would affect Mount Pros- 
pect, according to Village Mgr. Robert 
Epplcy, who called tho meeting. Epplcy 
must make a recommendation to the vil- 
lage board on the consent question. 


"We want to see how their plans would 


affect such things as traffic patterns and 
flooding," Epplcy said. "We want to get 
our staff's point of view." 


ON A REQUEST FROM Telchert, the 


PHIA has agreed to survey an area of 
about 300 homes bordering the village to 
sec if the owners want to incorporate or 
annex to Mount Prospect. The homes are 
in an area bounded by Camp McDonald 
Road, Wheeling Road, Euclid Avenue 
and 111. Rtc. 83. Currently, the area is 
part of Prospect Heights' proposed city 
boundaries. 


Jack Gilligan, PHIA president, said 


yesterday he doubts the people want an- 
nexation. 


"If they understand the assessments 


that would be made to improve their 
property to make it compatible with 
Mount Prospect, they wouldn't want to 
annex and pay the money," he said. He 
mentioned improvements such as street 
lights, sidewalks, and curbs. 


In negotiations between the PHIA and 


Arlington Heights, Arlington Heights has 
agreed to make a special report on a 
possible future border between the vil- 
lage and the city of Prospect Heights. 


The two streets most frequently men- 


tioned by Arlington officials as an east- 
ern border for Arlington Heights south of 
Palatine Road are Waterman Avenue or 
Dale Avenue.

A 17-year-old Chicago girl paid $5 to an 


employment agency for a job In 1933 and 
wound up working in one of the most in- 
teresting spots In the world. 


The girl, Mary Retzler, now Mrs. Mary 


Wagner of Mount Prospect, went directly 
from the employment agency to Eitel's 
Cafeteria — located in the midst of the 
1933 Century of Progress World's Fair. 


To Mrs. Wagner's mother, the cost of 


the job seemed exorbitant, especially in 
the midst of a depression. But Mrs. Wag- 
ner has never regretted paying for the 
job. 


"There was nothing I missed," she 


said reminiscing. She's saved almost ev- 
ery photograph and memento she collect- 
ed at the fair. She still has the two pas- 
ses that entitled her to see all the exhib- 
its. 


THE EXPOSITION, located on Chi- 


cago's lakefront to celebrate the 100th 
anniversary of the city's incorporation, 
was unique because, unlike most pre- 
vious major expositions, it was an out- 
standing financial success. The fair also 
enabled many Chicago businessmen to 
stave off bankruptcy. 


Mrs. Wagner still remembers a lot 


about the time she spent at the World's 
Fair. Her children still beg to hear sto- 
ries about it. Soon, however, Mrs. Wag- 
ner will be able to relive some of those 
memories with the people who actually 
shared the good times with her. Within 
the next several months, representatives 
from Mayor Richard Daley's office plan 
to have a reunion of the people who 
worked at the fair 40 years ago. 


The date and location of the reunion 


haven't been set yet, but the Mayor's of- 
fice is asking anyone who worked at the 
fair to send his or her name, address and 
phone number to the office so they can 
be included in the celebration. 


The highlight of the reunion promises to 


be a real show stopper. The Mayor's of- 
fice has already invited Sally Rand to be 
the guest of honor. 


MISS RAND, who lists her age as 69, 


literally shocked many of Chicago's 
more conservative residents when she 
debuted her famous fan act at the 1933 
fair. Jack Keefer, a neighbor of Mrs. 
Wagner and the owner of Keefer's 
Pharmacy, visited-the fair .almost every.. 


week. He termed Miss Rand's act "ris- 
que." 


To Mrs. Wagner, "She was gorgeous. 


And you couldn't see anything but the 
fans," she said. 


Miss Rand and her fans will not be the 


only topic of conversation at the reunion. 
There should also be a lot of talk about 
the exhibits the fair workers shared. 
(Their passes entitled them to visit all of 
the exhibits free.) 


"I was late any number of times be- 


cause the Belgian Village was across 
from us and I would watch the man blow 
glass," said Mrs. Wagner. 


"And 
at Ripley's Believe It or Not, 


they actually had a silk purse made out 
of a sow's ear," she said. 


One of the exhibits that impressed both 


Mrs. Wagner and Keefer was the sky 
ride, a giant, ski-lift type apparatus that 
transported falrgoers from the mainland 
to an island in about the general location 
of the 12th street beach. "It was called 
Amos N' Andy, I think," said Keefer. - 


BESIDES THESE memories, there are

Developer James Shcchan said yester- 


day he may build his proposed subdivi- 
sion In the county If the Mount Prospect 
Village Board continues to delay on his 
annexation request. 


Shcchan told the Herald that Tuesday's 


second continuation by the village board 
of his petition has lost him three weeks 
of construction time. He said he stands 
to lose $13,000. 


After a lengthy discussion Tuesday 


night, the village trustees postponed 
their decision on the annexation until 
their Juno 5 meeting. Four of the five 


trustees at the meeting said they were 
still unsure as to what dollar amount 
Shcchan should pay for his devel- 
opment's tapping onto the Special As- 
sessment '70 storm sewer system. 


Only Trustee Bud Richardson said he 


felt the question had been answered suf- 
ficiently by the opinion of attorney Ken- 
neth Stoncsciffcr. Stoncseiffer, who has 
represented the village from the start of 
tho SA '70 project, recommended that 
Shcchan and all other developers in the 
contributing area of the storm sewer pay 
one-third of the rate assessed against 
property owners who were assessed by 


the village through the courts.

$4,870.81 for Sheehan's 14 lots on four 
acres. (The figure is computed by mul- 
tiplying a base rate against the total 
frontage of all lots.

Court decision locks up' wheel tax suit 


Residents fighting Cook County's wheel

"We're happy as hell about the court 


decision. We have an airtight case and I 
don't think the county can afford to con- 
tinue now," said Jack Gllligan, president 
of the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA). The PHIA spear- 
headed the legal battle against the wheel 
tax, similar to charges for municipal ve- 
hicle stickers. 


GILLIGAN was referring to an Illinois 


Supreme Court decision which came 


Tuesday on an Oak Park ordinance 
creating a special tax to finance a shop- 
ping center. Gilllgah said the case is 
similar because tho justification for the 
wheel tax ordinance, like the Oak Park 
ordinance, is home rule power granted 
by the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


The high court turned down a request 


from Oak Park to rehear the issue of 
whether legislation was necessary for a 
home rule unit to create a special tax. 
The high court upheld its June 26 
opinion and the opinion of a lower court 
that until the legislature acted to set 
procedure, a special tax could not be lev- 
led. 


The wheel tax ordinance was declared 


unconstitutional In Cook County Circuit 
Court last August because Judge Ray- 
mond Sarnow said the tax does not pro- 
vide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violates the home rule 
provision. The county has appealed the 


Park View parents want 
more space for students 


A parents' group from the Park View 


School has presented the River Trails 
Dlst. 26 board with two suggestions to 
provide more space for students at Park 
View School, 805 N. Burning Bush Ln. 


The parents have suggested that the 


district cither build an addition to the 
school or move the present adminis- 
trative offices (which now share a com- 
mon wall with Park View) out of the ad- 
jacent building to the River Trails Junior 
High School or to rented space. 


According to the parents, Park View is 


getting "the short end of the stick" in 
comparison to physical facilities at the 
other Dist. 26 schools. 


THOUGH PARENTS said they realized 


that physical facilities do not guarantee 
quality education, "it is better, more 
creative . . . where there is space to Im- 
plement Ideas," said Mary Lou Gregory, 
a spokesman for the parents' group. 


"If a variety of learning situations are 


available to others in the district, they 
should be available to Park View," Mrs. 
Gregory added. 


Earlier this year, the school board ap- 


proved a plan to consolidate several 
classes at Park View in September to 
accommodate an extra room of sixth 
graders. The board had proposed busing 
the sixth grade class to the River Trails 
Junior High School as an alternative to 
consolidating classes, but parents said 
they didn't think this would be fair to 
students because of lack of time to pre- 
pare for the move. 


Mrs. Gregory said the Park View par- 


ents decided to ask the board for more 
space not only because of the problem 
with the sixth grade, but also because 
Park View Is the only school In the dis- 
trict with a growing kindergarten enroll- 
ment. Because of this growing enroll- 
ment, the demand for space will Increase 
at the school In the coming years, said 
Mrs. Gregory. 


THOUGH THE board already had de- 


cided to increase the space at Park View 
next year by enlarging the present li- 
brary into a learning resource center, 
the parents said this is not enough. "It 
just isn't the media center as such," said 
Mrs. Gregory. "It's a concern that Park 
View's programs will grow in the future 
with the rest of the programs in the 
schools in the district." 


During the board meeting Tuesday, 


board members heard price estimates 
from architect Wayne Fritch on several 
alternatives to provide more space at 
Park View. These included building a 
new addition ($55,000), remodeling the 
administration building for a learning 
center and transforming the existing 
maintenance 
building 
to 
adminis- 


trative offices ($58,300) or renting used 
mobile units for administration offices 
(about $40,000 for four unite). Board 
member James Bowes also suggested 
the possibility of renting a house hi the 
district for administrative offices. 


BECAUSE SEVERAL board members 


said they would like more information on 
the future space needs at the school and 
a more organized presentation of al- 
ternatives, the board decided to postpone 
any action on the expansion until the ad- 
ministration has more time to develop 
the necessary Information. 


"The crux of the matter Is that we're 


going to do. the best we can with the 
space we have," said Supt. Tom Warden 
in speaking to the parents. "Just prelimi- 
nary budget figures show a possible 
quarter of a million dollar shortage. But 
there is no question you have made your 
point and will be addressed," he said. 


In other action, the board approved ex- 


pansion of the present library at Euclid 
School to provide for a learning re- 
sources center. The work to expand the 
center will cost the district about $3,000 
with the district's own employes doing 
the work, according to Asst. Supt. James 
Retzlaff.

GILLIGAN said the Oak Park decision 


is important because the county did not 
have any enabling legislation for the 
wheel tax ordinance. The ordinance es- 
tablishes a tax of $10 to $15 for cars with 
rates up to $95 per year for trucks.

He said 
that while the decision "may not be a 
boost, it doesn't necessarily knock it 
(wheel tax) out." 


He said he anl Dunne were dis- 


appointed that the enabling legislation 
for special taxes was defeated. 


"The legislation means Cook County 


cannot create special service taxing dis- 
tricts for improvements," he said. "It 
also may prevent unincorporated area 
residents from Improving their neighbor- 
hoods with a special tax."

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Big convention 
center planned 
near NW Tollway 


Plans for a $50 million convention and 


sports complex at Arlington Heights 
Road and the Tollway have been partial- 
ly unveiled by a group of land devel- 
opers. 


To be known as the Chlcago-O'Harc In- 


ternational Trade Center, the complex 
hns been proposed for 65 acres of unin- 
corporated land In Elk Grove Township 
that ultimately would be annexed to the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


The land Is owned by Carl Klchm, own- 


er of the Charles Klchm Nursery In Ar- 
lington Heights and reportedly a partner 
In the trade center project. The property 
is located Immediately south of the Toll- 
way and cast of Arlington Heights Road. 


Plans for (he complex, presented to 


Arlington Heights officials in a secret 
meeting Monday night, Include an exhibi- 
tion hall with 220,000 square feet of ex- 
hibit spncc, n 500-room hotel, oflico 
buildings and possibly a 20,000-scat in- 
door sports stadium. 


The convention site is being planned In 


coordination with the anticipated forma- 
tion of an O'llare Convention Bureau 
whose aim would be to promote trade 
show and convention business In the vi- 
cinity of O'Haro Airport. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Village Pres. 


Jack Walsh said yesterday that there 
was no doubt that the site would be an- 
nexed to the Village of Arlington Heights. 


Daniel Frlcdlandcr, public relations di- 


rector for the Chicago-O'Harc Inter- 
national Trade Center, also said the proj- 
ect backers were planning to bring the 
land into Arlington Heights. 


Charles Zettek, president of Elk Grove 


Village, said yesterday that he was sur- 
prised to learn of plans for the trade cen- 
ter and that the developers had never 
talked to Elk Grove Village officials 
about possibly annexing to that munici- 
pality. 
""It had always been my understanding 
that Arlington Heights would remain 
north of the Tollway and we would stay 
on the south side," Zettek said, adding 
that ho did not know of any written 
boundary agreement betsveen the two vil- 
lages.

f Fourth graders encounter the future's weights and measures

Metric system? Oh no, you think. Al- 


ready your mind's boggled trying to 
compute how many centimeters there 
arc In an Inch or how many liters there 
arc In a gallon. 


But fourth graders In Carol Ann Jones' 


class at Wcstgate School in Arlington 
Heights, recently had a taste of the met- 
ric system and liked it. 


"They have no hangups about con- 


verting." said Miss Jones. "No one ever 
asked how many feet when they mea- 
sured things in metric. They took It for 
what it is." 


MISS JONES DECIDED to teach' her 


pupils the system after attending a sum- 
mer course In the metric system. "I took 
the class because I felt I needed to know, 
and sooner or later I knew that we'll be 
changing to the metric system. I thought 
I'd just be one step ahead by teaching it 
to my class." 


Congress passed a bill lost year calling 


for a gradual change in the next ten 
years for the United States from the 
English to the metric system of weights 
and measures, based on multiples of ten. 


Length Is measured by meters instead 


of mites, weight or mass In grams in- 
stead of ounces and capacities In liters 
rather than gallons. 


"These kids will be completely out of 


school in ten years," said Miss Jones. 
"They will be IB, 19 years old. The met- 
ric system is something they should 
learn now, before they get out of school 
if the conversion's going to be made." 


THE INTRODUCTION to the metric 


system began with a game of "spans" 
where each student measured the length 
of a table with the spans of their hands. 


Naturally, everyone got different an- 


swers because everyone has different 
size hand spans. 


"They saw right away that a table 


can't be both 11 hand spans and 10 hand 
spans. They saw that they needed a 
single standard to get a more accurate 
measure." 


The students then began measuring 


with meter sticks made out of moulding 
board by Miss Jones. 


"They measured things around the 


class room, like the lengths of the room, 
the table and desks and wrote their mea- 
surements on a chart," said Miss Jones. 


Miss Jones said she told her students 


they were measuring in metric units and 
that the metric system was just another 
way of measuring things, besides the 
English standard of feet and Inches. 


THE STUDENTS MADE no com- 


parisons to the English system, and 
there was no converting between the two 
systems. But they did learn that the met- 


ric system was based on tens. For ex- 
ample, if the length of the table was 1 
meter long, students also know that the 
same length is 10 decimeters long. 


"Some kids were confused," said Miss 


Jones. "Not because of the metric sys- 
tem, but because of multiplication. They 
learn some multiplication and division in 
the fourth grade, and as time passed by, 
they became more accurate and less con- 
fused." 


"You've got to remember these kids 


are in fourth grade. There are some limi- 
tations in their mathematics, not because 
of their intelligence, but because of their 
age." 


MISS JONES SAID she taught the met- 


ric system for three weeks in September 
and plans to teach more during the last 
weeks of school. "It'll be interesting to 
see how much they'll remember." 


"I think you have to develop the Idea 


over the years, like in any math," she 
said. "It takes time to integrate. You 
can't force feed them." 


Miss Jones thinks that many teachers 


are aware of the conversion to the met- 
ric system, and feels that there Is no 
definite time span to go into metric. 


"I'll teach a little more each year," 


she said. "I'm interested to see what 
changes will take place."

School board team breaks off contract talks 


Teacher contract negotiations in Pros- 


pect Heights Dist. 23 were cut short 
Tuesday night when the school board 
bargaining team refused to continue. 


"Let's call this meeting off," Henry 


Vallcly, board spokesman, told the teach- 
er negotiators. "We don't think you are 


bargaining In good faith. We're always 
getting a 'yes but no* answer from you." 


Vallely's comment came during the 


fourth bargaining session for a 1973-74 
teacher contract. About 20 persons, most- 
ly teachers, attended the open meeting. - 


VALLELY SAID the board has tenta- 


tively agreed to several of the teachers' 
10 proposals in the procedural negotia- 
tions agreement. However, he said, the 
b a r g a i n i n g team for the Prospect 
Heights Education Association (PHEA) 
has not agreed to any of the board's four 
proposals. 


Neither side has presented Its money 


proposals yet. 


Ken Bates, PHEA negotiator, said that 


"hi the Interest of continuing negotia- 
tions" the teachers would agree to the 
board's proposal for closed bargaining 
meetings next year. This is the second 


Decision 'locks up9 wheel tax suit 


Residents fighting Cook County's wheel 


tax on unincorporated areas were jubi- 
lant yesterday because they say a re- 
lated Illinois Supreme Court decision 
Tuesday makes their case against the 
county airtight. 


But a spokesman for Cook County 


Board Pres. George Dunne doesn't 
agree. He said the wheel tax isn't neces- 
sarily dead. No decision has been made 
yet if tho county will continue the legal 
battle In support of the tax. 


"We're happy as hell about tho court 


decision. We have an airtight case and I 
don't think the county can afford to con- 
tinue now," said Jack Gilllgan, president 
of the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association (PHIA). The PHIA spear- 
headed the legal battle against the wheel 
tax, similar to charges for municipal ve- 
hicle stickers. 


GILLIGAN was referring to an Illinois 


Supreme Court decision which came 
Tuesday on an Oak Park ordinance 
creating a special tax to finance a shop- 
ping center. GUligan said the case is 
similar because the justification for the 
wheel tax ordinance, like the Oak Park 
ordinance, is home rule power granted 
by the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


The high court turned down a request 


from Oak Park to rehear the issue of 
whether legislation was necessary for a 
home rule unit to create a special tax. 
The high court upheld Its June 26 
opinion and the opinion of a lower court 
that until the legislature acted to set 
procedure, a special tax could not be lev- 
led. 


The wheel tax ordinance was declared 


unconstitutional In Cook County Circuit 
Court last August because Judge Ray- 


mond Sarnow said the tax does not pro- 
vide any additional services for those 
taxed and thereby violates the home rule 
provision. The county has appealed the 
case to the Illinois Supreme Court and it 
is scheduled for a hearing June 15. 


GILLIGAN said the Oak Park decision 


•Is important because the county did not 
have any enabling legislation for the 
wheel tax ordinance. The ordinance es- 
tablishes a tax of $10 to $15 for cars with 
rates up to $95 per year for trucks, 


Gllligan said the chances for the pas- 


sage of enabling legislation are slim be- 
cause several hours after the court deci- 
sion the Illinois House of Representatives 
defeated two Senate bills that would have 
permitted the creation of special services 
tax. 


Asst. States Atty. Paul Biebel, who Is 


handling the case for the county, said 
yesterday he is not sure if the county will 
continue the appeal. 


"It looks bad, but I don't know what 


we'll do," he said. 


But Frank Earth, an administrative as- 


sistant to Dunne, said the wheel tax "is 
probably still alive, if not well." He said 
that while the decision "may not be a 
boost, it doesn't necessarily knock it 
(wheel tax) out." 


He said he anl Dunne were dis- 


appointed that the enabling legislation 
for special taxes was defeated. 


"The legislation means Cook County 


cannot create special service taxing dis- 
tricts for improvements," he said. "It 
also may prevent unincorporated area 
residents from Improving their neighbor- 
hoods with a special tax." 


year the meetings have been open to the 
public, but the board feels it can reach 
an agreement faster in private meetings. 


The board's team ignored the offer. 


David Kessler, chairman of the PHEA 
team, then urged the board to continue 
"because we are close to agreement on 
some items and if we continue we could 
probably agree tonight." The items he 
referred to are teacher proposals, in- 
cluding assignment of extra duties to 
teachers, notification of teaching assign- 
ments and establishment of faculty advi- 
sory committees in each school. 


"You don't want to talk about the 


things we want to talk about," Vallely 
said. 


BATES THEN SAID the board's pro- 


posals were "serious ones" that require 
a lot of time for consideration. The 
•board's three other proposals are a 
three-year contract on all items except 
salary and fringe benefits, and a no- 
strike and a no-picket clause for teach- 
ers. 


So far the two teams have reached 


agreement on teacher's proposals in- 
cluding adding a day to the school calen- 
dar for record-keeping, and issuing of 
contracts to only new and non-tenure 
teachers before negotiations are settled. 


The two teams agreed to meet again 


May 31 to discuss board and PHEA pro- 
posals. The open meeting will begin at 
7:30 p.m. in the district administrative 
offices, 700 N. Schoenbeck Rd.
